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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Duxbury : 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  submits  herewith  the  130th  Annual  Report 
of  the  Officials  and  Committees  of  the  Town  of  Duxbury. 

1981  the  year  of  2  1/2.     The  preparation  for  Fiscal  Year  1982 
which  began  July  1,   1981  caused  our  Annual  Tov/n  Meeting  to  be 
postponed  from  March  to  June.     The  implementation  of  the  require- 
ments of  Proposition  2  1/2  were  difficult,   controversial  and 
debated.     The  Selectmen  developed  a  series  of  analyses  and 
priorities  which  were  submitted  to  the  Finance  Committee  for 
their  consideration.     A  co-operative  effort  was  made  between 
both  the  Selectmen  and  the  Finance  Committee  in  the  development 
of  budgets  and  the  presentation  of  Special  Articles  for  our 
Annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  most  significant  factor  in  financial  planning  for  the  Town 
was  the  re-evaluation  conducted  by  the  Board  of  Assessors. 
Without  the  final  certification  from  the  State  Department  of 
Revenue,   the  Selectmen  and  the  Finance  Committee  were  unable 
to  be  exact  in  relating  required  appropriations  to  the  2  1/2 
formula.     The  estimated  re-evaluation  figure  was  $358,000,000. 
and  after  much  work  in  budgetary  and  article  preparation,  the 
Boards  went  to  Town  Meeting  fulfilling  the  then  known  require- 
m.ents  of  the  new  legislation.     The  re-evaluation  estimate  proved 
to  be  low.     The  total  figure  as  certified  by  the  State  Department 
of  Revenue  was  $416,000,000;   therefore,   a  Special  Town  Meeting 
was  called  November  9,   1981  where  the  principle  article  asked 
the  Town  to  rescind  $1,200,000.  which  had  been  applied  from 
free  cash  to  lower  the  tax  rate.     The  purpose  of  the  rescinding 
article  was  to  take  advantage  of  the  increased  valuation  figure, 
stay  within  the  limits  of  2  1/2,   and  to  return  this  money  to 
free  cash    (available  funds) .     The  November  meeting,  which  was 
held  at  the  Chandler  Street  School,  was  participated  in  by  some 
1,200  voters  --  one  of  the  largest  turn-outs  in  Town  Meeting 
history.     By  a  close  vote  the  Selectmen's  article  prevailed. 
The  Board  feels  that  the  Town  is  maintaining  its  solid  reputation 
for  good  management,   the  maintenance  of  required  public  services 
and  a  prudent  attitude  in  preparation  for  the  future. 

Our  new  computer,   under  the  direction  of  our  Town  Accountant, 
had  its  first  test  in  1981.     The  cooperation  that  developed 
between  our  School  Department  and  Rolando  deAguiar,   the  Town 
Accountant,   has  proved  most  effective  in  achieving  a  large  measure 
of     the  new  system's  goals .     It  is  evident  that  the  computer  will 
provide  the  Town  with  a     thoroughly  up-dated  accounting  system. 
It  should  be  mentioned  that  the  cooperation  between  the  Municipality 
and  the  School  Department  has  been  excellent,   and  a  "one  town" 
attitude  is  being  fostered. 
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Bradley  Martin  was  employed  and  appointed  as  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Lands  and  Natural  Resources  and  started  with  the 
Town  in  April.     An  experienced  arborist  and  landscape  man,  he 
has  approached  his  work  vigorously  and  we  look  forward  to  his 
continued  success. 

We  note  the  retirement  of  the  Deputy  Tax  Collector,   Isabel  Brennan, 
who  was  employed  by  the  Town  for  many  years.     Issie  was  a  most 
efficient,   thorough  worker,  who  accomplished  much  in  her  career 
with  the  Town.     Her  colleagues  in  the  Treasurer/Collector's 
Department  and  her  fellow  Town  employees  wish  her  a  most  happy 
retirement . 

The  Town  has  lost  some  of  its  leading  citizens  in  1981,  those 
who  participated  in  Town  affairs  and  contributed  much  to  what 
this  community  is  today. 

We  regret  the  passing  of  Carl  Santheson  who  served  on  the  Board 
of  Public  Welfare,   the  Old  Fire  Engineers,   and  most  recently 
as  a  Member  of  the  Shellfish  Advisory  Committee.     Carl  would  be 
considered  to  be  the  last  old  timer  that  provided  much  local 
color.     His  engaging  personality  and  all  consuming  interest  in 
Duxbury  was  reflected  in  everything  that  he  did. 

Bill  Tibbetts  and  Ed  Maguire,  members  of  the  Personnel  Board, 
died  within  a  relatively  short  time  of  each  other.     Both  men 
took  their  Personnel  Board  duties  very  seriously  and  had  many 
friends  who  miss  them  very  much. 

The  Town  lost  Nathaniel  Pierce,  who  had  served  on  the  Highway 
Barn  Committee  and  had  accomplished  major  work  in  the  development 
of  th(;  Town's  self-insurance  fund.     Nat  was  a  highly  intelligent, 
contentious  and  strong  personality.     None  of  us  will  forget  his 
strong  expression  of  opinions  at  Town  Meeting  or  his  willingness 
to  speak  out  even  if  he  knew  that  support  for  his  opinion  might 
be  almost  non-existent.     Nat  also  possessed  an  affable  side  and 
had  a  good  sense  of  humor.     It  will  be  sometime  before  we  see 
another  Nat  Pierce. 

The  entire  Town  was  shocked  at  the  news  of  Peter  Barker's  death. 
Peter,   a  long  time  member  of  the  Appeals  Board,  and  Chairman  of 
the  Town  Offices  Building  Committee,  was  a  highly  respected  and 
much  liked  fellow  who  gave  of  himself  to  all  of  our  benefit.  He 
was  particularly  involved  in  young  people's  activities,   and  was 
associated  with  the  entire  development  of  Duxbury ' s  Hockey 
Program.     When  we  recall  the  dedication  of  the  new  Town  Office 
Building  in  1975,   it  saddens  us  to  remember  a  young,  healthy 
Peter  Barker,  who  was  largely  responsible  for  this  building 
and  was  so  close  to  many  of  us. 


We  wish  to  thank  all  Boards,   Committees  and  Town  employees  for 
their  help,   involvement,  and  good  service  during  the  past  year. 
These  people  are  most  important  to  us,   and  our  function  could 
not  be  accomplished  without  them.

(7)  days  before  the  Annual  Town  ^feeting  and  fourteen  (14) 
days  before  a  Special  Town  >feeting.    The  warrant  for  the  Annual 
Town  lyfeeting  shall  be  closed  on  the  twenty  first  (21st)  day 
of  December  imnediately  preceding  the  date  of  such  meeting. 

Section  4.    A  Special  Town  Meeting  may  be  called  by  the  Selectmen,  the  date 
and  hour  of  the  meeting  to  be  designated  by  them.    In  addition 
to  posting  copies  of  the  warrant  for  said  Special  Town  ^feeting 
as  provided  in  Section  3  of  this  article,  a  copy  of  the  warrant 
shall  be  published  in  one  Plymouth  County  newspaper  at  least 
fourteen  (14)  days  before  the  time  of  holding  said  Special 
Town  ^feeting. 

Section  5.    The  general  conduct  of  the  town  meetings  and  the  duties  of  the 
MDderator,  not  prescribed  by  statute  or  by  these  by-laws,  shall 
be  determined  in  accordance  with  "TCWN  MEETING  TI>E"  (copyright 
Little  Brown),  unless  otherwise  set  forth  herein. 

Section  6.    The  MDderator  for  all  town  meetings  shall  be  a  voter  of  the  Town 
^fjh.o  holds  no  other  Town  office. 

Section  7.    All  articles  in  the  warrant  shall  be  acted  on  in  the  order  of 
their  arrangement  unless  the  meeting,  by  vote,  determines  to 
defer  action  until  after  a  specific  subsequent  article. 

Section  8.    A  non-voter  may  be  permitted  to  address  the  meeting  by  a  major- 
ity vote  of  that  meeting. 

Section  9.    During  the  meeting,  the  motion  "to  lay  on  the  table"  will  not  be 
considered. 

Section  10.  All  votes  for  reconsideration  shall  require  the  same  quantitative 
vote  as  the  motion  to  vMch  it  applies  and  shall  be  made  at  the 
same  session  as  the  original  motion  or  the  next  succeeding  ses- 
sion, and  may  be  made  only  once  on  any  motion.

They  may  enploy  counsel 
and  special  counsel  when  deemed  advisable. 


The  Selectmen  may  appear  (either  personally  or  by  counsel) 
before  any  comnittee  of  the  Legislature,  or  board,  or  com- 
mission to  protect  the  interests  of  the  Town,  but  are  not 
authorized  by  this  by-law  to  commit  the  Town  to  any  course 
of  action. 

Section  5.    The  Selectmen  shall  cause  to  be  assigned  a  street  number  to 
each  and  every  dwelling  place  and  each  and  every  place  of 
business  as  prescribed  by  law. 

Section  6.    The  Selectmen  shall  call  quarterly  meetings  on  a  date  speci- 
ified  by  them,  at  vMch  elected  and  appointed  officials  of 
the  Town  shall  discuss  current  or  future  problems  or  plans  of 
the  Town  and  shall  entertain  suggestions  for  the  best  interest 
of  the  Town.    The  presiding  officer  at  these  meetings  shall  be 
the  MDderator.    In  his  absence  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  shall  preside. 

Section  7.    No  person  shall  hold,  at  one  time,  the  offices  of  Selectman 
and  Assessor. 

Section  8.    The  Selectmen  shall  serve  as  a  comnittee  established  pursuant 
to  General  Laws,  Chapter  83,  section  1,  with  all  the  powers 
and  authority  usually  conferred  upon  a  Board  of  Sewer  Commis- 
sioners .

Section  1.    The  Board  of  Assessors  shall  consist  of  three  members,  one 
elected  each  year  for  a  term  of  three  years.

Section  1.    The  ^foderator's  term  of  office  shall  be  one  year.

Capital  Budget  Committee 

Section  1.    The  Town  shall  have  a  Capital  Budget  Committee  consisting  of 
seven  members,  to  include  one  member  or  former  member  of  the 
Finance  Committee  appointed  by  it,  one  member  of  the  Town  Build- 
ings Comnittee  appointed  by  it,  and  four  residents        shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Moderator.    The  members  from  the  Finance  Can- 
mittee, Planning  Board  and  Town  Buildings  Conmittee  shall  be 
appointed  for  one -year  terms  and  the  other  members  shall  be 
appointed  for  four-year  terms  so  that  one  term  will  expire  each 
year. 

Section  2.    The  Conmittee  shall  study  any  proposed  capital  expenditure  and 
shall  consider  the  relative  need,  timing  and  cost  of  such  expen- 
diture and  the  effect  it  will  have  on  the  financial  position  of 
the  Town.    A  capital  expenditure  is  defined  as: 

a.  acquisition  or  inprovement  of  land 

b.  new  construction  and  major  reconstruction  of  major  town 
facilities  such  as  street,  bridges  or  buildings 

c.  renovation  and  preventive  maintenance  projects  not  normally 
undertaken  within  a  department 

d.  a  purchase  or  project  with  a  cost  of  $20,000  or  more

e.  a  program  requiring  the  hiring  of  new  personnel 

Section  3.    On  or  before  October  1  of  each  year  all  Town  Boards,  Com- 
mittees and  Officials  shall  subrnit  to  the  Comnittee  such 
information  as  it  may  reasonably  require  concerning  any 
capital  project  reccranended  or  anticipated  by  them  to  be 
the  subject  of  town  meeting  action  during  the  next  following 
six-year  period.    The  Committee  shall  prepare  forms  to  be 
utilized  for  the  submission  of  such  information. 

Section  4.    The  Comnittee  shall  prepare  an  anniial  report  \^Mch  shall 
include  but  not  be  limited  to: 


a.  fiscal  year  capital  budget  program,  including  estimates 
of  applicable  operating  costs. 

b.  a  capital  budget  program  for  the  next  following  five 
fiscal  year  periods,  including  cost  projections,  assess- 
ment of  financial  impact  on  the  Town,  a  recomnended  order 
of  priority  for  proposed  capital  projects  and  such  other 
information  as  the  Comnittee  deems  pertinent 


for  presentation  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

Section  5.    The  annual  report  or  a  sunmary  thereof  shall  be  published  and 
made  available  for  the  use  of  the  Finance  Comnittee,  voters, 
otherTown  boards,  committees  and  officials.    The  original  copy 
of  the  report  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Town  Clerk. 


Personnel  Board 


Section  1.    The  Personnel  Board  shall  consist  of  five  members  who  shall  be 

appointed  by  the  MDderator,  two  appointed  one  year,  two  appoint- 
ed the  following  year,  one  appointed  the  third  year,  all  for 
three  year  terms. 

Section  2.    "By-law  Governing  the  Classification  of  Personnel  and  the  Admin- 
istration of  Standard  Rates  of  Salaries  and  Wages",  Dublished 
separately  and  revised  annually,  was  made  a  part  of  these  Town 
By-laws  (1955  Town  I^eting) . 


Town  Buildings  Conmittee 


Section  1.    The  Town  shall  have  a  Town  Buildings  Conmittee  consisting  of 

seven  menibers ,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  member  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee or  its  designee,  and  the  other  six  to  be  residents  who 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  for  a  term  of  three  years, 
except  that  an  original  term  of  appointment  may  be  for  a  lesser 
period,  so  that  the  ternis  of  two  of  the  Moderator's  appointees 
shall  expire  annually. 

Section  2.    The  duties  of  the  Comnittee  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to 
the  following: 
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a.  The  Committee,  upon  taking  office,  shall  succeed  to  and 
assume  all  the  duties,  rights  and  obligations  of  the 
Permanent  School  Building  Committee  and  any  existing 
special  building  comnittee  appointed  by  the  MDderator, 
including  all  rights  and  obligations  created  under  any 
existing  contracts  entered  into  or  administered  by  any 
such  committee  on  behalf  of  the  Town. 

b.  provide  long-term  planning  and  make  recctnmendations  to 
the  Selectmen  to  meet  the  Town's  need  for  structural 
accomodations 

c.  make  any  proposal  it  deems  advisable  or  review  any  pro- 
posal made  by  others,  including  the  cost  thereof,  for  the 
design,  construction,  facilities,  remodeling,  renovation, 
repair,  addition  to  or  modification  of  a  town  building  or 
structure,  including  site  selection  and  acquisition,  for 
which  a  specific  aricle  is  to  be  presented  at  a  town  meeting, 
Any  proposal  made  by  others  shall  be  presented  to  the  Com- 
itee  for  its  consideration  at  least  ninety  (90)  days  prior  to 
the  town  meeting  at  which  a  specific  article  with  respects  to 
such  proposal  is  to  be  presented,  and  the  Comnittee  shall 
make  its  report  and  recommendations  to  such  town  meeting. 

d.  The  Corariittee  shall  have  the  authority  to  enter  into  con- 
tracts and  to  exercise  general  supervision  over  any  matter 
concerning  an  existing  or  proposed  town  building  or  other 
structure  as  specifically  authorized  by  a  town  meeting, 
provided,  however,  that  with  respect  to  each  such  matter,  the 
Moderator  may  appoint  not  more  than  three  other  residents  of 
the  Town  as  special  members  of  the  Comnittee  whose  authority 
shall  be  limited  to  such  matter  and  whose  term  or  terms  of 
appointment  shall  expire  upon  completion  of  such  matter. 

e.  inspect,  or  provide  for  inspection,  at  least  annually,  and  at 
such  other  times  as  may  be  required  for  proper  maintenance 

and/ or  repair,  to  determine  the  condition  of  all  buildings 
and  structures  x^hich  the  town  has  a  legal  duty  or  obligation 
to  maintain,  and  make  such  recomnendations  to  the  proper 
authority  as  it  deems  necessary  for  the  proper  maintenance 
and/ or  repair  of  any  such  buildings  or  structures. 

Section  3.    The  Committee  may  enploy  professional  or  other  qualified  person- 
nel and  may  make  such  other  expenditures  as  may  be  reasonable  and 
necessary  to  the  performance  of  its  duties . 

Section  4.    The  Committee  shall  have  the  authority  to  reqiiest  and  receive 

from  any  Town  officer,  employee,  board  or  comnittee  such  infor- 
mation and  assistance  as  may  be  reasonably  necessary  and  proper 
to  carry  out  its  duties. 

Section  5.    The  Canmittee  shall  file  an  annual  report  of  its  activities,  in 
accordance  with  these  by-laws. 

Board  of  Health 

Section  1.    The  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Health  consisting  of 
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three  members,  one  to  be  appointed  each  year,  all  for  three 
year  terms. 


Board  of  Appeals 

Section  1.    The  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Appeals  consisting  of 
five  members ,  one  who  shall  be  an  attorney ,  and  one  who  shall 
conform  to  the  requirements  under  the  State  Building  Code,  one 
to  be  appointed  each  year,  all  for  five  year  terms.    The  Select- 
men shall  also  appoint  at  least  two  associate  members  annually. 

Section  2.    The  Board  of  Appeals  appointed  and  acting  under  the  (Zoning) 
Protective  By-law  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Appeals  under 
the  Subdivision  Control  Law  with  the  powers  and  duties  granted 
by  law. 

Town  Counsel 

Section  1.    The  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  member  of  the  bar  in  good  stand- 
ing to  serve  as  Town  Counsel  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Selectmen. 
The  Selectmen  may  also  employ  special  counsel  from  time  to  time 
whenever,  in  their  judgement,  the  necessity  arises. 

Section  2.    No  town  department  or  official  shall  request  the  services  of 

Counsel,  as  such,  without  first  obtaining  the  consent  and  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Conservation  Comnission 

Section  1.    The  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  Conservation  Coran[iission  consisting 
of  seven  members,  three  to  be  appointed  one  year,  two  to  be 
appointed  the  following  year,  two  to  be  appointed  the  third  year, 
all  for  three  year  terms. 

Historical  Commission 


Section  1.    The  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  Historical  Commission  consisting 
of  seven  members ,  three  to  be  appointed  one  year ,  two  to  be 
appointed  the  following  year  and  two  to  be  appointed  the  third 
year,  all  for  three  year  terms. 

Youth  Commission 

Section  1.    The  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  Youth  Comnission  consisting  of 

seven  members ,  three  to  be  appointed  one  year ,  two  to  be  appoint- 
ed the  following  year  and  two  to  be  appointed  the  third  year, 
all  for  three  year  terms. 

ARTICLE  6 -ORGANIZATION  OF 
APPOINTED  BOARDS  AND  CCMMETTEES 

Section  1.    Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law  or  these  by-laws,  the  pro- 
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visions  of  this  Article  6  shall  apply  to  appointed  town  com- 
mittees.  For  the  purpose  of  this  Article,  the  terms  "Coimi- 
ttee"  and  "Ccmnittees"  shall  include  boards  and  coimissions . 

Section  2.    Any  person  chosen 'to  serve  as  a  member  of  a  cornnittee  shall 
receive  notice  of  appointment  from  the  appointing  authority. 
The  Town  Clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  members  of  a 
committee . 

Section  3.    The  first  appointed  member  of  a  conmittee  shall  be  its  temp- 
orary chairman,  who  shall  preside  over  an  organizational  meet 
ing  to  elect  a  permanent  chairman  and  secretary. 

Section  4.    A  cornnittee  vacancy  occurs  \ihen  a  committee  member: 


a.  resigns 

b.  ceases  to  be  a  resident  of  the  Town 

c.  is  barred  by  law  from  service  in  the  position 

d.  no  longer  qualifies  to  hold  the  position 

e.  completes  liis  term  of  office 

Section  5.    A  vacancy  in  a  ccranittee  shall  be  filled  by  the  appointing 
authority  in  accordance  with  its  powers  and  applicable  law. 

Section  6.    Ihless  otherwise  provided  by  law  or  these  by-laws,  the  term 
of  a  committee  shall  be  one  year  unless  another  term  is  estab 
lished  or  the    original  term  is  extended  by  vote  of  the  town 
or  the  appointing  authority. 

Section  7.    A  cornnittee  shall  be  discharged  from  its  duties  upon  occur- 
rence of  any  of  the  following: 

a.  when  required  by  law 

b.  by  vote  of  a  town  meeting  or  other  appointing  authority 

c.  at  the  expiration  of  a  conmittee *s  terra  of  office,  or  any 
extension  thereof 

d.  vAien  the  work  of  the  cornnittee  is  completed 

The  Town  Clerk  shall  be  notified  by  the  appointing  authority 
upon  the  discharge  of  a  cornnittee. 

ARTICLE  7 -RECORDS  AND  REPORTS 

Section  1.    All  comnittees  of  the  Town  shall  cause  records  of  their  act- 
ivities and  accounts  to  be  kept  in  suitable  form. 

Section  2.    All  officers  and  comnittees  of  the  Town  shall  file  their 

annual  reports  with  the  Selectmen  on  or  before  January  15th 
of  the  following  year. 
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ARTICLE  8 -PROTECTIVE  BY-LAW 


Section  1.    The  Protective  By-law  of  the  Town  of  Duxbury,  as  published 
under  separate  cover  in  1944  and  approved  April  26,  1944, 
by  Robert  T,  Bushnell,  Attorney  General,  (and  amended  to 
date)  is  made  a  part  of  these  By-laws. 

ARTICLE  9 -DOG  CONTROL 

Section  1.    Any  person  owning,  keeping  or  responsible  for  a  dog  shall 

not  allow  DDr  permit  it  to  run  at  large  in  any  of  the  streets 
or  public  places  in  the  Town  of  DuKbury  or  upon  premises, 
other  than  the  premises  of  such  owner,  keeper  or  responsible 
person,  unless  the  owner  or  lawful  occupant  of  such  other 
premises  grants  written  permission  therefor.    No  dog  shall  be 
allowed  or  permitted  in  any  public  place  or  street  within  the 
TovTn  unless  it  is  effectively  restrained  and  controlled  by  a 
chain  or  leash,  unless  it  is  under  the  immediate  and  effective 
control  of  a  handler,  or  unless  it  is  within  and  confined  to 
a  motor  vehicle. 

Section  2.    This  by-law  shall  not  be  construed  to  limit  or  prohibit  the 

use  of  hunting  dogs  during  the  hunting  season,  the  training  of 
hunting  dogs  by  a  qualified  person  or  the  conducting  of  field 
trials  for  hunting  dogs. 

Section  3.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Dog  Officer,  and  any  Assistant  Dog 
Officer  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  apprehend  any 
dog  found  running  at  large  and  to  impound  such  dog  in  the  Town 
Pound  or  another  boarding  facility.    The  dog  Officer,  or  impound- 
ing officer,  shall  nake  a  complete  record  of  each  impounding 
in  a  registry  kept  for  such  purpose,  vMch  shall  contain  the 
following  information;  breed,  color, sex  of  each  dog;  together 
with  Xfl^ether  or  not  the  dog  is  licensed,  the  license  number,  if 
any;  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  owner,  if  known. 

Not  later  than  three  days  after  such  impounding,  the  CKmer  of 
an  impounded  dog,  when  known,  shall  be  notified  by  telephone  or 
mail  of  such  impoundment  or,  if  the  owner  is  unknown,  written 
notice  of  each  impoundment  shall  be  posted  for  three  days  in 
one  or  more  conspicuous  places  in  the  Town.    Notice  shall  con- 
tain a  description  of  the  dog  and  the  place  of  apprehension. 

The  owner,  keeper  or  responsible  person  may  reclaim  the  dog  so 
impounded,  upon  payment  of  the  license  fee,  if  unpaid,  and  the 
payment  of  the  charges  of  impoundment  and  board,  not  exceed 
two  (2)  dollars  per  day,  and  the  costs  relevant  to  such  impound- 
ment. 

Section  4.    I-Jhoever  violates  the  provisions  of  Section  1  shall  be  subject  to 
the  following  fines : 
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a.  if  it  is  the  first  offense  cormiitted  by  such  person 
vd.thin  a  calendar  year,  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $20. 

b.  if  it  is  the  second  offense  committed  by  such  person 
within  a  calendar .  year ,  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $25. 

c.  if  it  is  the  third  offense  committed  by  such  person 
within  a  calendar  year,  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $30. 

d.  if  it  is  the  fourth  or  subsequent  offense  so  ccmnitted 
in  the  calendar  year,  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $50. 

ARTICLE  10-EAKIH  REMOVAL 

Section  1.    The  removal  of  soil,  loam,  sand  or  gravel  from  any  premises 
in  the  Town  of  Duxbury  shall  be  regulated  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  of  the  Tom  of  DuKbury,  v^o  shall  have  authority 
to  issue  a  permit  for  such  removal  as  hereinunder  provided: 

All  applications  for  permits  shall  be  acconpanied  by  exhibits 
and  docunentation  deemed  necessary  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
for  the  proper  issuance  of  a  permit ,\^ch  shall  include,  but 
not  be  limited  to,  the  following  specific  information  and 
sijpporting  documentations: 

a.  the  location  of  the  proposed  excavation 

b.  the  legal  name  and  address  of  the  owner  of  the  property 
involved 

c.  the  legal  name  and  address  of  the  petitioner 

d.  names  and  addresses  of  all  abutting  property  owners  including 
those  across  any  streets 

e.  plan  of  land  involved  prepared  by  a  registered  surveyor  or 
professional  engineer ,  showing  all  man-made  features , 
property  lines,  vegetative  cover  and  the  topo.graphy  by  two 
foot  contours  and  extending  100  feet  beyond  the  limits  of 
the  property  T^Aiere  the  proposed  excavation  is  to  take  place. 

f .  plan  of  land  showing  tvro-foot  contours  of  the  site  after 
the  proposed  completion  of  the  excavation 

g.  estimated  quantity  and  t37pe  of  material  to  be  removed  and 
top  soil  to  be  replaced  to  be  calculated  by  a  registered 
land  surveyor  or  professional  engineer 

h.  location  of  disposal  site  within  the  Town  of  Duxbury 

i.  proposed  form  of  bond  to  be  used 

Section  2.    The  permit  issued  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  state  all 
the  conditions  imposed  including,  but  not  limited  to: 

a.  the  finished  level  and  grading  (no  slope  to  exceed  a  grade 
of  twD  feet  horizontal  distance  and  one  foot  vertical) 

b.  No  excavation  below  the  natural  grade  of  any  boundary  line 
shall  be  permitted  closer  than  fifty  feet  to  such  boundary. 
Boundaries  of  the  property  and  the  proposed  ex  avation 
shall  be  set  on  the  ground  in  accordance  with  Land  Court 
requirements . 
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c.  the  placing  of  top  soil  to  a  depth  of  not  less  than 
six  inches,  seeding  and  planting  necessary  to  restore 
the  area. 

d.  The  applicant  agrees  by  acceptance  of  the  permit  to 
allow  the  Board  access  to  the  property  to  conduct  in- 
spections to  determine  compliance  with  the  conditions 
of  the  permit. 

e.  the  duration  of  the  removal  operation  (renewable  annual- 
ly with  a  hearing) 

f .  The  construction  of  necessary  fencing  and  other  protec- 
tions against  nuisances  inay  be  required. 

g.  method  of  removal 

h.  ten^xjrary  structures 
1.    hours  of  operation 

j .    routes  of  transportation  of  material 
k.    control  of  temporary  and  permanent  drainage 
1.    disposition  of i boulders,  tree  stumps  and  other  waste 
material 

m.    vegetation  to  remain  as  visual  border 
n.    posting  of  security  or  bond. 

Section  3.    When  such  removal  is  necessitated  by  reason  of  excavation  for 
a  properly  authorized  building  foundation  or  related  construc- 
tion work,  the  Selectmen  may  waive  any  exhibits  or  documenta- 
tion required  in  "a"  throu^  "n"  above,  and  the  provisions  of 
4  and  5  of  this  by-law. 

Section  4.    Any  permit  for  removal  of  soil,  loan,  sand  or  gravel  issued  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  autcmatically  expire  upon  the 
termination  date  stated  therein.    Such  permit  shall  not  be 
issued  for  more  than  one  year's  duration  and  may  be  renewed 
thereafter  with  a  public  hearing  legally  advertised  fourteen  (14) 
daysdays  prior  to  the  hearing. 

Section  5.    No  permit  for  removal  of  soil,  loan,  sand  or  gravel  shall  be 
issued  if  such  removal  will : 


a.  endahger  the  general  health  or  safety  or  constitute  a 
nuisance 

b.  result  in  detriment  to  the  noiinal  use  of  adjacent  property 
by  reason  of  noise,  dust  or  vibration 

c.  involve  work  extending  within  300  feet  of  a  way  open  to 
public  use,\^ether  public  or  private 

d.  result  in  an  insufficient  vegetative  barrier  to  remain  on 
the  property  i^Don  completion  of  the  project  to  prevent  view 
of  this  project  frcm  a  way 

e.  result  in  injury  or  constitute  a  detriment  or  hazard  to  the 
neighborhood 

Penalty        Penalties  shall  be  in  accordance  with  Chapter  40,  section  21, 

paragraph  17 ,  as  amended .  The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  revoke  or 
suspend  the  permit  at  any  time  if  this  By-law  is  violated,  dis- 
obeyed or  not  complied  with. 
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Validity      The  invalidity  of  any  section  or  provision  of  this  By-law 

shall  not  invalidate  any  other  section  or  provision  thereof, 

ARTICLE  11-OTHER  PROVISIONS 


Town  Landings 

Section  1.    No  portion  of  any  town  landing  shall  be  leased  to  any  private 
party  and  no  biiiildings  shall  be  erected  or  maintained  an  any 
town  landing  except  by  the  Town  for  public  use. 

Traffic  Rules  and  Orders 

Section  1.    Under  the  authority  of  Chapter  40,  section  22  of  the  Massach- 
usetts General  Laws,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  adopt  and, 
frcm  time  to  time,  amend  with  the  approval  of  the  Massach- 
usetts Department  of  Public  Works,  traffic  regulations  for  the 
Town. 

Anti-Loitering 

Section  1.    No  person  or  persons  shall  loiter  or  continue  to  stand  on  any 
sidewalk,  way  or  piiblic  place  in  the  Town,  so  as  to  obstruct 
the  passage  or  impede  other  persons;  and  any  such  person  or 
persons  shall  at  once,  after  being  directed  by  a  police  officer 
or  constable  to  move  on;  and  any  such  person  or  persons,  after 
being  ordered  to  move  by  a  police  officer  or  constable  and 
failing  to  do  so,  may  be  arrested  without  a  warrant  by  a  police 
officer  or  constable. 

Section  2.    Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  By-law 
shall  be  punished  with  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  (10)  dollars 
nor  more  than  fifty  (50)  dollars. 

Consumption  of  Alcoholic  Beverages 

Section  1.    No  person  shall  consime  any  alcoholic  beverages  as  defined  in 

Chapter  138  of  the  General  Laws  v^le  on  or  upon  any  public  side- 
walk, including  consumption  while  in  or  upon  any  motor  vehicle 
on  such  way  or  sidewalk.    All^alcoholic  beverages  being  used  in 
violation  of  this  by-law  shall  be  seized  and  safely  held  until 
final  adjudication  of  the  charges  against  the  person  or  persons 
arrested  or  siinmoned  befor  the  Court,  at  v^ch  time  they  shall 
be  returned  to  the  person  entitled  to  lawful  possession. 

Scenic  Roads 

Section  1.    All  public  ways  shall  be  designated  as  "scenic"  by  virtue  of  the 
authority  granted  by  General  Laws,  Chapter  49,  section  15C, 
as  amended. 
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Public  Ways 


Section  1.    No  person  shall  deposit  or  leave  waste  materials,  refuse, 

advertising  circiilars  or  materials  within  a  public  way.  The 
IMted  States  Postal  Service  is  exempt  from  this  Section. 
Political  circulars  and  materials  are  also  exempt  during  the 
canpaign  to  v^ch  they  apply. 


Advertising  Materials 


Section  1.    No  person  shall  deposit  or  leave  advertising  circulars  or 

materials  on  private  property  if  requested  not  to  do  so  by  the 
owner  or  occijpant  of  the  property. 


Transfer  Station  Permits 


Section  1.    No  fees  shall  be  inposed  upon  Duxbury  residents  for  the  non- 
comnercial  use  of  transfer  station  permits.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Board  of  Health  of  the  town  of  Duxbury,  acting  under  the 
General  Laws  of  Massachusetts  and  the  Town  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions,  is  empowered  to  preserve  and  protect  the  public  health. 
In  accomplishing  this  task  the  Board  oversees  clinics,  employs 
a  Registered  Sanitarian  and  funds  contract  services  such  as 
mosquito  control,  nursing  and  school  dental  health. 

Wastewater  treatment  is  still  a  concern  of  the  Board.     The  Board 
and  its  consultant,  M.  Anthony  Lally  Associates,  continue  to 
negotiate  with  State  and  Federal  officials  for  review  and  approval 
of  the  Wastewater  Treatment  Facilities  Plans  submitted  in  1980. 
The  outcome  is  still  pending. 

The  Board's  Sanitarian  witnesses  percolation  tests,  reviews  sewage 
disposal  plans,   inspects  sewage  disposal  system  installations, 
reviews  plans  for  major  developments,   inspects  recreation  camps, 
restaurants  and  other  food  services  and  responds  to  citizen 
complaints . 

Individual  sewage  disposal  summary: 

a.  Plans  for  sewage  disposal  reviewed  and  approved  106 

b.  Sewage  disposal  permits  issued  157 

c.  Sewage  disposal  systems  inspected  125 

d.  Soil  examinations  and  percolation  tests  247 

Mosquito  Control  has  been  changed  from  South  Shore  Mosquito 
Control  Commission  to  the  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control 
Commission.     This  was  done  by  a  vote  of  town  meeting.     It  is 
anticipated  that  the  town  will  receive  a  more  effective  program 
of  mosquito  control. 

Contract  services  are  provided  by  the  Plymouth  Community  Nurses 
Association.     These  include  Health  Counseling  for  all  ages ; 
Communicable  Disease  program  which  includes  a  tuberculosis  skin- 
testing  program  and  immunizations  consistent  with  the  recommended 
practices  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health;  and 
Well-Child  conferences  which  included  premature  and  infant  visits 
and  follow-up.

The  engineering  services  provided  by  this  office  have  been  directed 
to  support  the  construction  of  in-house  projects  and  to  provide 
those  plans,   specifications  and  construction  management  assistance 
required  for  outside  contracts.     Those  projects  accomplished  this 
year  include  the  Reconstruction  of  the  Retaining  Wall  at  the  Blue- 
fish  Culvert,   the  Major  Road  Resurfacing  Program  and  the  Hauling 
and  Disposal  of  Waste  at  the  Transfer  Station. 

Projects  currently  under  study  and  design  include  sidewalks  at 
Hall's  Corner;   reconstruction  of  Depot  Street,   Lincoln  Street  and 
Puritan  Way;   structural  repairs  to  the  Powder  Point  Bridge;  and 
painting  and  siding  repairs  at  the  Transfer  Station.  Extensive 
research  is  continuing  in  the  areas  of  energy  conservation,  re- 
cycling of  wastes,  alternatives  to  our  solid  waste  disposal  opera- 
tion, and  asphalt  reclamation  and  recycling.     New  technologies  and 
state  of  the  arts  programs  are  being  considered  to  provide  the 
best  for  the  least.

REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Residents  of  Duxbury: 

The  year  1981  proved  to  be  a  very  progressive  one  for  this  depart- 
ment and  for  the  Town  in  general.      In  spite  of  constraints  imposed 
upon  us  by  Tax  Cap  Legislation  and  Proposition  2\,  we  continued 
to  function  and  completed  many  programs  and  projects  in  the  areas 
of  maintenance,   repair  and  new  construction.     In  view  of  a  sagging 
economy  and  increased  costs  for  labor  and  material,  we  continued 
to  push  forward  effectively  and  efficiently. 

Our  annual  problems  associated  with  poor  surface  drainage  in  many 
areas  of  Duxbury  were  alleviated  in  some  areas  and  minimized  in 
others.     We  are  continuing  to  improve  the  drainage  systems;  however, 
this  process  is  a  long,   uphill  battle.     Through  the  efforts  of  our 
engineering  personnel,  many  areas  were  surveyed  and  new  systems 
were  designed  in  the  following  areas:  Birch  Street,  Cross  Street, 
Eagles  Nest  Road,   Elm  Street,   Franklin  Street,   Summer  Street,  Temple 
Street,   Washington  Street  and  Union  Bridge  Road.     As  of  this  time 
these  systems  have  been  constructed  and  are  functioning  very 
successfully . 

The  Po\/der  Point  Bridge  continued  to  receive  its  annual  maintenance 
and  some  new  construction.     Recent  structural  inspections  have  in- 
dicated a  continued  wear  and  tear  and  deterioration  of  many  struc- 
tural timbers.     Although  we  completely  reconstructed  a  forty  (40) 
foot  span  this  past  Fall,   a  more  extensive  effort  will  be  needed 
starting  in  1982  to  rebuild  additional  sections.      It  is  our  objec- 
tive to  rebuild  about  160  feet  annually.     This  program  should 
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provide  us  with  a  sound  structure  capable  of  withstanding  its 
design  loads  and  also  allowing  safe  access  to  Duxbury  Beach.  This 
Department  now  has  the  full  capability  to  perform  all  construction 
work  with  in-house  personnel  and  equipment,  thereby  acomplishing 
all  work  at  the  lowest  cost. 

The  waterfront  activities  program  received  expensive  support.  A 
storm  in  October,   1980  severly  damaged  three   (3)   of  the  floats 
located  at  the  Town  Pier  on  Mattakesset  Court.     Two   (2)  floats 
were  completely  rebuilt  while  the  third  was  salvaged  and  repaired 
as  needed.     Other  areas  of  the  pier  received  their  normal  main- 
tenance and  repair. 

In  the  areas  of  roadway  reconstruction  and  resurfacing,  our  atten- 
tions centered  on  both  paved  streets  and  many  graveled  roads.  A 
large  section  of  Temple  Street  and  part  of  Laurel  Street  were 
reconstructed  and  paved.     Over  in  the  Beach  area,  off  Gurnet  Road, 
the  graveled  ways  were  rebuilt  and  oiled  as  the  final  completion 
to  the  restoration  of  roads  from  the  sewer  project. 

A  concerted  effort  in  the  area  of  vehicle  maintenance  was  exerted 
this  year  especially  with  those  vehicles  and  pieces  of  equipment 
tasked  with  the  snow  removal  operations.     Road  salt  takes  a  toll 
on  the  rusting  of  metal  surfaces  and  our  sanders  and  plows  must  be 
sandblasted  and  repainted  annually.     With  the  spiraling  costs  of 
purchasing  vehicles  and  specialized  equipment,  we  must  preserve 
and  maintain  our  fleet  as  long  as  it  is  practical. 

Other  tasks  completed  included  guardrail  painting  and  replacement, 
structural  and  masonry  repairs  to  culverts  and  other  drainage  con- 
trol devices,   and  reading  and  pavement  markings. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  full-time  and  seasonal  employees  of  this 
department  and  those  of  other  departments  who  support  our  operations 
for  their  continued  assistance  and  confidence.     Without  this  in- 
valuable dedication  our  progress  and  accomplishments  would  not 
have  been  what  they  were.     Also  to  those  contractors  who  daily 
support  the  Town  and  those  who  unselfishly  provide  for  efficient 
snow  removal  services,  we  thank  you.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRANSFER  STATION 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens  of  Duxbury: 

As  the  population  of  Duxbury  continues  to  grow,   so  does  the 
volume  of  solid  waste  that  is  delivered  to  the  Transfer  Station. 
During  this  year  the  tonnage  of  refuse  that  went  through  the  main 
compacting  system  increased  just  about  4%.     This  increase  per- 
centage wise  very  closely  equals  that  of  1980. 

The  recycling  program  has  also  grown.     While  these  volumes  increase, 
we  still  feel  that  there  is  a  definite  financial  savings  with 
additional  material  to  recycle.     With  just  a  little  extra  effort 
to  separate  the  trash,  we  can  further  increase  the  volume  in  re- 
cycling the  goods  while  reducing  or  controling  the  trash  that  is 
in  fact  transferred  out  of  Town. 

The  revenues  generated  by  the  Transfer  Station  have  been  reduced 
because  of  outside  factors.     Residential  stickers  that  were  $2  per 
vehicle  jumped  to  $10;   however,   Town  Meeting  action  eliminated  all 
residential  fees.     Also,  due  to  a  slowdown  in  the  economy,  the 
demand  for  recyclable  goods  has  diminished.     This  has  severly  cur- 
tailed the  amount  of  money  that  we  receive.     Business  and  commer- 
cial fees  have  been  revised  and  adjusted  upward. 

Projects  are  currently  under  study  and  design  to  improve  and  pre- 
serve the  facility.     Contracts  to  paint  the  structural  members  of 
the  two  buildings  and  to  replace  damaged  siding  should  aestheti- 
cally enhance  the  appearance  and  extend  the  useful  life  of  the 
structures .

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REPORT  OF  THE  HARBORMASTER 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

1981  Waterfront  activities  have  increased  surprisingly  over  last 
year.     The  Harbormaster's  Department  responded  to  4  4  emergency 
calls  such  as  sinking  or  capsized  vessels,   fires  aboard  ship, 
possible  drownings  and  medical  emergencies.     The  department 
assisted  168  vessels,   towed  148  disabled  boats  and  assisted  the 
United  States  Coast  Guard  in  the  search  for  32  over  due  vessels. 
Reported  to  the  Harbormaster  were  4  boats  used  without  authority, 
5  unauthorized  boardings  and  3  boats  vandalized.     Two  arrests  were 
made  for  boat  theft  and  26  warnings  issued  for  motor  boat  viola- 
tions and  infractions.     The  department  responded  to  33  non- 
emergency calls  ranging  from  investigations  to  channel  surveys. 
The  bay  experienced  a  deep  freeze.     This  icing  caused  many  moorings 
to  be  dragged  and  shifted  out  of  position.     One  hundred  and  one 
moorings  were  shifted  and  dropped  by  this  department,  a  small  per- 
centage of  those  set  by  the  boat  yards.     Also  shifted  were  four 
2000  pound  blocks  for  the  town  floats.     This  job  is  far  from  over 
yet,   for  many  moorings  were  placed  temporarily  for  final  adjust- 
ment later.     One  hundred  and  fifty  guest  boats  were  registered  as 
requesting  guest  moorings.     This  figure  does  not  include  vessels 
securing  in  Duxbury  for  winter  haul  out. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  Waterfront  Advisory  Committee 
and  myself  revised  the  much  needed  Bay  Rules  and  Regualtions  to 
today's  standards.     These  regulations  are  being  used  by  neighboring 
towns  as  guides  for  their  revised  by-laws. 

The  Harbormaster's  boat  received  standard  maintenance  and  repairs 
before  launching  on  April  3rd.     It  was  not  hauled  out  until  Decem- 
ber first.     New  speed  and  warning  signs  were  built  and  placed  in 
Duxbury  Bay  in  May  and  removed  in  late  November.     Beach  and  mid- 
channel  markers  were  overhauled,   painted  and  positioned  in  May  and 
also  removed  in  late  November.     The  town  floats  were  secured  in 
early  April  and  not  removed  until  December. 

All  one  hundred  and  sixty  deep  water  moorings  were  allocated  in 
the  yacht  basin  and  thirty  tender  float  spots  assigned.  Forty 
tender  tie  up  permits  were  sold  along  with  151  basin  flat  mooring 
permits.     Howland ' s  deep  water  anchorage  was  filled  with  approxi- 
mately 70  boats. 

Revenues  were  as  follows:   Snug  Harbor   (deep  water)    $11,366.50;  Flat 
Moorings    (around  basin)    $2,364.00;   Tender  floats  and  tie  up  $940.00; 
Howland's  Landing    (deep  water)    $1,158.50.     Total:  $15,829.00. 

Lighted  aids  were  not  placed  in  Duxbury  Bay  as  requested  from  the 
United  States  Coast  Guard  because  of  cuts  in  federal  spending  and 
severe  icing  conditions.     The  Coast  Guard  has  acknowledged  the 
importance  of  these  aids,  however,  and  Duxbury  is  a  number  one 
priority  for  1982. 

Dredging  studies  are  being  initiated  for  Duxbury ' s  up  coming  main- 
tenance project.     Surveys  were  completed  this  July,   indicating  a 
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need  for  dredging  and  removal  of  shoaling  and  silting.  These 
matters  are  being  discussed  at  meetings  with  the  Army  Corps  of 
Engineers,  Coastal  Zone  Management  and  the  Waterfront  Advisory 
Committee.     The  Waterfront  Committee  and  myself  will  be  in  contact 
with  you   (the  Selectmen)   and  the  other  respective  boards  concern- 
ing the  plans  for  the  future  dredging  project.     It  is  very  im- 
portant that  all  work  is  done  prior  to  application  because  of 
federal  fiscal  belt  tightening. 

Repairs  were  completed  in  November  on  the  Bluefish  Fire  House. 
Vandals  left  many  windows  broken  and  structural  supports  knocked 
down.     The  station  was  secured  appropriately  to  house  the  Harbor- 
master's boat.     I  also  plan  to  use  the  Fire  House  for  winter 
activities  such  as  building  and  repairing  tender  floats,  over- 
hauling aids  to  navigation,  building  equipment  to  be  used  in 
shellfish  propagation  and  overhauling  the  Harbormaster's  boat.

REPORT  OF  THE  SHELLFISH  CONSTABLE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  sale  of  shellfish  permits  this  year  was  very  high  compared  to 
prior  years.     The  opening  of  soft  shelled  clams  coupled  with 
economic  pressure  for  utilizing  available  food  sources,  presented 
a  tremendous  pressure  on  Duxbury  clamming  flats  and  beds.  Permits 
issued  were  as  follows:   102  Senior  Citizen   (free);    547  Resident 
($3);    36  Non  Resident  Property  Owner   ($6);    316  Non  Resident  ($15); 
11  Duplications  ($22.50). 

The  estimated  total  of  permits  sold  or  issued  was  1012  at  a  revenue 
of  $6,619.50  collected  by  the  Town  Clerk.  The  Selectmen  collected 
$500  for  Commercial  Shellfish  Licenses,  making  a  total  of  receipts 
plus  the  State  Shellfish  Reimbursement  of  $4,089.44    (CH  130,  sec. 
20A  -  CH  571,   Acts  of  1974)    =  $11,208.94. 

Estimated  Annual  Family  Catch   (and  estimated  value) :  mixed  quahog, 
1070  bu.    ($15,100);   soft  shell  clams,    693  bu.    ($20,790);   surf  clam, 
20  bu.    ($160);  mussel,   75  bu.    ($450);   razor  clam,    100  bu.  ($2,500); 
Total:  1958  bushels  at  an  estimated  value  of  $39,000.     These  are 
estimates  only. 

Shellfish  violations  have  grown  considerably  over  last  year  mainly 
because  of  the  number  of  diggers  encountered.     146  shellfish  viola- 
tions were  logged  with  many  more  warnings  issued  and  not  recorded. 
Most  of  these  violations  were  not  of  a  serious  nature:  oversized 
containers,   no  license  in  possession,  digging  on  the  wrong  day  or 
in  comtaminated  or  closed  areas.     Some  serious  violations  were 
no  license,  night  poaching,  digging  protected  shellfish  for 
Commercial  distribution,   lobstering  without  a  license,  pulling 
another's  gear  and  so  on. 
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The  Commercial  Shellfish  industry  was  good  considering  the  tre- 
mendous freeze  of  January.     There  were  approximately  21,379  bushels 
of  mussels  taken  at  an  estimated  value  of  $123,000.       Razor  clams 
were  down  slightly  at  25  bushels,  an  estimated  value  of  $625. 

Icing  was  a  major  problem  this  year,  not  only  for  the  commercial 
and  recreational  fishermen  but  for  the  shellfish  as  well.  Most 
burrowing  shellfish  made  out  while  those  like  mussels  which  are 
exposed  on  the  surface  of  flats,  were  scoured  and  crushed  by  the 
movement  of  twelve  to  fourteen  inches  of  ice.     This  scouring 
occurred  mostly  along  the  in-shore  line  and  higher  exposed  flats. 

The  opening  of  soft  shelled  clams  stirred  some  commotion  on  Dux- 
bury  flats  not  seen  in  many  years.     Enforcement  of  the  Revised 
Shellfish  By-Law  was  put  to  the  test  with  no  real  problems.  The 
opening  and  closing  of  areas  with  strict  enforcement  of  limits 
enabled  us  to  open  a  bonus  season  in  December  for  soft  shelled 
clams.     Quahogs  were  fairly  abundant  and  a  popular  pastime  to 
dig.     Appearing  in  good  numbers  are  sets  of  quahogs  and  mussel  seed. 
In  all,   it  seemed  to  be  a  good  year  for  most  people  encountered  on 
the  flats  and  for  the  Shellfish  Department.

REPORT  OF  THE  SHELLFISH  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

This  year  was  very  active  for  the  Shellfish  Advisory  Committee. 
The  members  and  myself  met  many  times  with  you   (the  Selectmen)  and 
other  interested  groups  to  discuss  changes  and  practices  relating 
to  shellfishing  in  Duxbury. 

Starting  in  April,   1981  the  Revised  Shellfish  Management  By-Laws 
became  effective.     Throughout  the  year  the  problems  were  few  and 
easily  correctable  by  the  committee.     We  feel  that  this  set  of 
regulations  should  be  an  accepted  legal  management  tool  for  years 
to  come. 

Many  problems  arose  during  the  year,   particularly  in  the  area  of 
commercial  shellfishing.     There  were  questions  raised  on  the 
availability  of  mussels  by  concerned  citizens.     A  report  was  filed 
by  this  committee  to  you,   the  Selectmen,  assuring  you  and  the  pub- 
lic of  the  prolific  nature  of  these     shellfish  and  the  nature  of 
this  industry  versus  the  natural  habitat  of  the  mussel.  Another 
area  of  concern  was  the  possibility  of  commercial  fleet  harvesting 
of  sea  clams  on  the  outer  beach.     We  were  lucky  to  have  resolved 
this  mess  quickly  and  without  legal  problems  such  as  the  town  of 
Wellfleet  had.     Since  the  summer  the  Shellfish  Committee  has 
restructured  commercial  shellfish  licenses  to  incorporate  a  lottery 
system  and  management  program  to     insure  the  proper  utilization  of 
this  resource. 
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This  year  the  conunittee  has  been  hard  at  work  researching,  laying 
out  the  ground  work  and  visiting  other  towns  to  start  a  shellfish 
grant  program.     The  work  is  difficult  but  we  hope  the  program  will 
provide  a  substantial  return  to  the  town  with  respect  to  commerce, 
employment  and  the  enhancement  of  our  shellfish  resources. 

I  would  like  to  commend  the  committee  members  for  working  so  hard 
and  professionally.     A  word  of  thanks  is  also  given  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  for  working  with  us  on  some  of  these  sensitive 
problems .

The  Board  also  noted 
with  regret  the  retirement  of  Stanley  Strout,  Pumping  Station  Op- 
erator,  after  17  years  of  service  to  the  Water  Department.

REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  WARDEN 

It  has  been  a  hard  year  for  the  trees  in  the  town  of  Duxbury. 
In  the  spring  they  were  eaten  by  Gypsy  moth  caterpillars  which 
weakened  the  oak  and  pine  trees.     This  winter  brought  a  heavy, 
wet  snow  storm  and  also  high  winds  and  rain  that  caused  tree 
damage  all  over  town.     The  tree  department  would  like  to  thank 
residents  and  all  other  town  departments  that  helped  clear  trees 
and  branches  from  the  streets  in  Duxbury  during  these  storms. 

CONTROL  OF  DUTCH  ELM  DISEASE 

Dutch  Elm  Disease  is  still  prevalent  in  Duxbury.     There  is  still 
no  positive  cure  for  this  disease.     Spraying,  pruning  and  removal 
of  diseased  trees  is  being  done  to  help  control  Dutch  Elm  Disease. 

INSECT  PEST  CONTROL 

Gypsy  moth  was  our  biggest  problem  this  year.  With  all  the  spray- 
ing we  did  we  could  not  stop  this  insect  from  defoliating  most  of 
our  trees.     Gypsy  moth  has  to  be  sprayed  in  a  short  length  of 
time  for  good  control.      In  the  spring  of   '82,  with  the  help  of  an 
aerial  spray  and  two  sprayers,  we  hope  to  have  this  under  control 
and  save  our  trees. 

PARKS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS 

The  Duxbury  Public  Library  has  been  added  on  to  the  annual  care 
of  the  twenty  odd  areas  including  pool  playgrounds,  commons  and 
Town  building  grounds.  Several  baseball  diamonds  were  resurfaced 
with  sandsilt  donated  by  Sylvester  Ray  of  Marshfield  Sand  and 
Gravel.   Thanks  to  the  Duxbury  Highway  Department  for  trucking 
and  many  thanks     for  the  fathers  and  sons  of  Duxbury  Little 
League  for  their  help  in  raking  and  rolling  the  diamonds. 

TOWN  FORESTS 

For  the  third  year,   the  Town  of  Duxbury ' s  Department  of  Lands 
and  Natural  Resources,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Conservation 
Commission,  will  conduct  a  firewood  gathering  program.  This 
project  is  designed  to  provide  the  residents  of  Duxbury  with 
some  inexpensive  firewood  and  to  help  improve  the  quality  of  our 
woodlands . 

BEACH  CONSERVATION 

Beach  sticker  fees  brought  in  $69,970  to  the  town  last  summer. 

Non-resident  beach  buggy  stickers  were  sold  to  352  individuals 
at  $60  for  a  total  of  $21,120. 

Resident  beach  buggy  stickers  were  sold  to  538  townspeople  at 
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$30  per  permit,   totaling  $16,140. 

The  regular  beach  stickers  were  sold  to  3,251  residents  at  $10 
for  a  total  of  $32,510.     Other  miscellaneous  fees  were  $200. 

A  hundred  car  parking  lot  was  added  this  summer  along  with  new 
bicycle  racks  which  has  helped  with  parking  and  bicycle  problems 
we've  had  in  the  past. 

We  continue  to  receive  excellent  cooperation  with  the  Police 
Department  and  welcome  their  coverage  during  the  summer  months. 

We  appreciate  the  support  of  the  Townspeople  and  request  their 
continued  cooperation  in  helping  us  in  our  important  task  of 
managing  and  maintaining  this  natural  resource. 

Special  thanks  to  Mrs.   Lee  Sbraccia  for  organizing  sticker  sales 
and  for  keeping  excellent  records. 

I  would  like  to  add  my  personal  thanks  to  all  departments  for  the 
cooperation  I  have  received  during  my  first  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

For  the  past  year  the  Commission  has  spent  the  major  portion  of 
its  time  dealing  with  on  site  inspections  and  hearings.  With 
most  of  the  land  presently  being  developed,  containing  portions 
of  marginal  land,  our  duties  as  a  regulatory  agency  are  becoming 
more  demanding  and  time  consuming.     As  a  result  of  this  situation 
the  Commission  now  holds  two  meetings  per  month  and  has  two  to 
five  hearings  per  meeting. 

In  an  effort  to  better  serve  and  inform  the  citizens,  we,  the 
Commission  have  made  the  following  changes  in  our  operating 
procedure : 

1.  All  applicants  must  file  a  Request  for  Determination 
first.  This  requires  the  certified  notification  to  all 
abutters.     The  fee  for  the  request  is  $10.00  (ten). 

2.  We  have  increased  the  fees  for  filing  a  Notice  of 
Intent  to  $50.00  (fifty). 

The  Commission  still  maintains  its  ban  on  Hunting  on  all  Conser- 
vation land  except  the  coastal  marshes.     It  should  again  be 
stated  that  the  Conservation  lands  were  purchased  for  passive 
recreation  and  this  also  excludes  any  motorized  devices  with  the 
exception  of  those  properly  authorized. 

The  Commission  started  an  educational  program  with  the  Elementary 
Schools     as  an  introduction  to  the  importance  of  Conservation. 
We  are  now  offering  "mini-grants"  to  teachers  in  accepted  areas 
through  mutual  agreement  between  the  Commission  and  Dr.  Margaret 
M.  McNeill  of  the  Duxbury  School  system. 

The  Commission  continues  in  its  effort  to  preserve  the  wetlands, 
the  quality  of  the  water  supply  and  the  character  of  the  Town 
with  its  natural  uniqueness  through  the  proper  regulation  of  laws 
for  lands  being  developed  adjacent  to  protected  lands.

We  are  also  grateful  for  the  cooperation  of  Town  Boards 
and  Committees,  Town  Office  Personnel  and  the  residents  of  the 
Town .

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Cemetery  Trustees  have  received  the  report  of  the  Superinten- 
dent and  make  it  a  part  of  this  report. 

The  Crematory  has  been  in  operation  for  a  fiscal  year  and  it  has 
done  fine.     The  first  six  months  had  47  cremations,  an  average  of 
8  per  month.     The  last  six  months  had  64  cremations,   an  average 
of  11  per  month  and  included  some  from  several  new  undertakers. 
Our  billings  have  been  $31,193.00  which  is  over  2^  times  our 
average.     We  believe  our  men  have  done  a  good  job  and  expect  our 
next  year  will  see  about  twice  as  many  cremations  as  this  year. 
This  work  has  all  been  done  without  any  increase  in  Cemetery 
labor  crew.

During  December  there  was  extensive  damage  to  the  trees  at  all  of 
the  cemeteries  due  to  the  heavy,  wet  snow  and  the  2  0  mph  winds. 
The  employees  labored  for  three  weeks  to  get  Mayflower  Cemetery 
back  to  normal. 

This  was  the  first  complete  year  that  the  Crematory  was  in  opera- 
tion.    The  use  of  the  crematory  was  average  for  the  first  year  and 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  showing  signs  of  steady  growth. 

At  the  end  of  the  summer  repairs  were  done  to  the  outside  of  all 
the  main  buildings.     All  of  the  outside  trim  was  scraped  and  paint 
ed.     The  gutters  of  all  buildings  were  cleaned  and  given  a  coat  of 
linseed  oil. 

In  closing,  I  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  our  men  for  their  cooper 
ation  throughout  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DUXBURY  FREE  LIBRARY 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

During  1981  7,350  registered  library  users  borrowed  117,026  books 
and  periodicals  and  4,954  non-print  items,  a  total  of  121,980 
circulations.     Adult  books  circulated  65,380  times,  children's 
51,646.     The  collection  of  art  reproductions  circulated  390  times, 
recordings  4,352.     The  library  owns  and  circulates  4  Museum  of 
Fine  Arts  passes,  which  were  borrowed  105  times.     Added  to  our 
circulating  museum  passes,  which  will  be  available  through  1982, 
are  the  Science  Museum  and  the  Museum  of  Transportation. 

Library  holdings  include  50,279  books,   128  periodical  titles, 
1,974  bound  periodicals,   2,147  recordings,   420  microfilms,  and 
151  art  reproductions.     Added  to  the  book  collection  during  the 
year  were  97  reference  titles,   1,066  adult  books,   615  children's 
books,   495  gifts,  and  83  replacements,  a  total  of  2,356  books. 
Withdrawn  from  the  collection  were  220  children's  books  and  393 
adult  books,  a  total  of  613. 

The  Helen  Bumpus  Art  Gallery  under  the  direction  of  artist  Gay 
Youse  presented  exhibitions  of  the  work  of  Duxbury  photographers, 
Marion  Miller,  Young  Duxbury  Artists,  Mary  Kilroy,  Wilfred  Loring, 
Laurence  E.   Vienneau,   Jr.,   David  Aronson  and  Shraga  Weil,  Robert 
Collins,  Anne  Lyman  Powers,  and  Duxbury  Children's  art.     The  $900 
annual  Esther  Conant  Award  for  the  artist  having  the  most  distin- 
guished show  in  the  gallery  this  year  went  to  Duxbury  artist 
Laurence  E.  Vienneau,  Jr.     The  award  was  established  by  the  late 
Marjorie  Conant  Bush-Brown,  a  charter  member  of  the  gallery  art 
committee.     The  1980  award  was  also  distributed  in  1981.     It  was 
awarded  to  Newton  sculptor  Lloyd  Lillie. 

Special  Programs  included  monthly  Ceilidhs   (informal  gatherings 
of  people  sharing  poetry,  songs,  and  stories)  with  an  attendance 
of  247,  a  6-week  film  series  with  an  attendance  of  159,  and  a 
gallery  talk  attended  by  18. 

Children's  programs  included  a  summer  reading  program,  a  4-week 
children's  film  program,   fall  and  spring  story  sessions  for  pre- 
school children,  and  summer  story  hours. 

Gifts  to  the  library  included  $500  for  the  children's  room  from 
the  Laurie  Frazier  Memorial  Fund  administered  by  the  Newcomers' 
Club,   $5,000  from  Nancy  Buck  for  the  operation  of  the  Helen  Bumpus 
Gallery,   $50  from  the  Dennis  Family  Foundation,   $1,000  anonymous, 
3  newspaper  subscriptions  from  Elmer  DeLew's  South  Shore  News 
Agency,  a  subscription  to  the  Clipper  from  the  John  Cutlers,  and 
191  books  and  several  periodical  subscriptions  from  individual 
donors.     Fisher  Jr.  College  placed  approximately  $1,000  worth  of 
new  business  and  management  books  in  our  collection.     Books  were 
placed  in  the  library  in  memory  of  Robert  Burchill,  J.  Verity 
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Smith,  Laurie  Frazier,  Kim  Bernier,  Francis  T.  Spellman,  and  Cid 
Ricketts  Sumner. 


Trust  and  gift  funds  administered  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Duxbury  Free  Library,   Inc.   funded  2  film  series,  purchased  special 
books  and  periodicals,  purchased  an  air  conditioner  for  the  chil- 
dren's room,  and  purchased  circulating  passes  to  3  museums. 

The  library  maintains  a  reference  area  of  non-circulating  books 
covering  a  variety  of  informational  topics  as  well  as  a  circulat- 
ing collection  of  books  and  materials  to  meet  the  informational, 
educational  and  recreational  needs  of  people  of  widely  diversi- 
fied ages  and  interests. 

All  that  is  necessary  to  borrow  from  the  circulating  collections 
of  the  library   (books,  periodicals,  recordings,  puzzles,  museum 
passes,  etc.)   is  a  borrower's  card  which  may  be  obtained  by  regis- 
tering at  the  library  with  sufficient  identification.     To  keep 
files  current,  registrations  are  up-dated  every  three  years.  An 
annual  validation  of  cards  is  accomplished  to  ensure  that  out- 
standing fines  are  taken  care  of  yearly.     Senior  citizens  may  be 
excused  from  paying  fines  by  requesting  a  special  senior  citizen's 


Total  adults  registered     4,673     Total  children  registered  2,375 

As  a  member  of  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Library  System  the  li- 
brary is  able  to  offer  inter-library  loan  service  from  other 
libraries  in  the  state.     Of  338  requests  for  books,  recordings  and 
photocopies,   259  were  filled.     Community  groups  received  20  films 
from  the  regional  film  collection.     42  books  were  loaned  from  our 
collection  to  patrons  of  other  libraries  on  inter-library  loan. 

A  major  building  maintenance  project  was  completed,  re-pointing 
and  repairing  the  masonry  of  the  1908  section  of  the  building  and 
waterproofing  both  the  original  and  the  1968  addition. 

The  library  is  open  7  days  a  week  for  a  total  of  62  hours  except 
during  the  summer  months  when  it  is  closed  on  Sundays.

The  revaluation  project  was  completed  and  conditionally 
certified  by  the  Department  of  Revenue  prior  to  taxpayer 
hearings  conducted  by  McGee  and  Magane .  Adjustments 
arising  from  the  hearings  were  reviewed  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Revenue  and  the  Town  of  Duxbury  received  certi- 
fication and  was  classified  in  late  November,   1981.  The 
new  tax  rate  for  fiscal  1982  was  certified  and  approved 
November  18,   1981  and  tax  bills  were  all  mailed  by  De- 
cember 7,  1981. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  have  entered  into  contract  for 
updating  values  for  fiscal  1983,  which  is  part  of  the 
maintenance  program.     A  maintenance  program,   if  contin- 
ued annually,   should  eliminate  further  need  for  a  com- 
plete townwide  revaluation. 
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During  1981,  Betty  L.   DeLorenzo,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Assess- 
ors, was  appointed  Editor  of  the  Massachusetts  Association  of 
Assessing  Officers'  bi-monthly  Newsletter.     Deputy  Assessor 
Alfreida  F.   Cardoza  was  again  appointed  to  represent  the  State  of 
Massachusetts  to  the  International  Association  of  Assessing 
Officers. 

We  wish  to  acknowledge  the  continued  cooperation  and  efforts  of 
our  Deputy  Assessor  Alfreida  Cardoza  and  our  office  staff, 
Yvonne  Rathbun ,  Susan  Feder  and  our  intermittent  Jeanne  LeBrun.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Planning  Board  has  experienced  a  surge  of  interest  in  real 
estate  development  despite  the  unfavorable  economic  climate.  The 
greatest  activity  has  been  under  the  Special  Permit  provision  of 
the  By-Law  which  allows  Cluster  and  Planned  Development. 

In  19  81  the  Planning  Board  reviewed  the  plans  for  two  Planned  De- 
velopments having  a  combined  total  of  190  units  and  three  Cluster 
Developments  containing  a  total  of  52  units.     The  Board  also 
approved  9  Subdivision  Plans  in  the  61  lots  total  and  31  plans 
endorsed  as  not  requiring  approval  under  subdivision  control  law. 

From  the  above  statistics,   it  appears  that  as  the  availability  of 
prime  land  decreases,  developers  are  turning  to  Planned  Develop- 
ment and  Clusters  to  better  utilize  the  remaining  buildable  tracts. 

The  Planning  Board  expresses  its  appreciation  to  all  Boards  and 
Committees  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance  and  to  the  resi- 
dents of  Duxbury  for  their  interest  and  participation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  HISTORIAN 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Duxbury  stands  about  alone  in  having  a  Town  Historian.     That  office 
grew  out  of  the  success  of  the  Tercentenary  Committee,  increased 
its  scope  every  year,   and  is  now  the  referral  office  for  many 
Duxbury  institutions  and  organizations.     It  serves  the  whole  town. 

The  Department  of  Town  Historian  has  outgrown  its  small  beginning 
and  a  new  tack  is  set  to  coordinate  it  with  other  resources. 

In  this  past  year  I  have  answered  more  than  150  letters,  some 
requiring  considerable  time.     I  gave  talks  to  16  groups  and  refused 
more  because  of  distance.     In  cooperation  with  the  Duxbury  Schools 
I  gave  six  lectures  in  a  teacher  education  program.     I  supplied, 
over  the  phone,  historic  information  to  more  Duxbury  citizens  than 
I  can  count.     All  this  is  to  show  that  there  is  more  work  than  one 
person  can  manage,  that  a  critical  look  is  in  order. 

Some  plan  for  insuring  permanence  is  the  next  step,  and  with  the 
cooperation  of  several  groups,   foremost  of  which  are  the  Duxbury 
Library,   the  Historical  Society  and  the  Selectmen,  the  Department 
will  adapt  to  the  times.

REPORT  OF  THE  CAPITAL  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Capital  Budget  Committee  is  comprised  of  four  members  appointed 
by  the  Moderator  and  one  each  designated  by  the  Finance  Committee, 
Planning  Board  and  the  Town  Buildings  Committee.     The  Capital 
Budget  Committee  is  charged  with  monitoring  capital  expenditure 
proposals  of  the  Town  departments,  evaluating  and  presenting  the 
feasibility    of  capital  programs  and  advising  the  Town  on  the 
funding  of  such  issues  as  may  be  presented  by  the  Town  for  public 
offering . 

Over  the  past  two  years  most  capital  programs  across  the  State 
have  been  voted  down  or  shelved.     The  handful  of  programs  that 
finally  made  it  to  the  marketplace  as  bond  issues,   paid  dearly,  as 
interest  rates  soared  to  record  highs.     Duxbury,   like  other  more 
conservatively  run  communities,   established  a  low  profile  and 
maintained  its  high  credit  rating  of  Aa  by  Moody's  Rating  Service. 

Now,  with  Proposition  2%  reasonably  digested,  and  more  towns  re- 
evaluated to  full  market  value,  voters  are  sure  to  permit  funding 
for  capital  outlays  that  can  no  longer  be  delayed.     Duxbury  will  be 
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no  exception.     Capital  expenditure  proposals  to  be  offered  in  the 
warrant  for  voter  approval  at  Town  Meeting  are  expected  to 
approximate  $1,200,000  this  year.

Two  new  members  were  appointed,  William  Albritton,  President, 
Training  Concepts,   Inc.   and  Edward  Barrett,   President,  First 
National  Boston  Mortgage  Corporation.     The  Board  is  fortunate  to 
have  the  services  of  these  gentlemen  for  the  next  three  years. 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  record  the  passing  of  William  Tibbetts 
and  Edward  Maguire.  Mr.  Tibbetts  served  on  the  Board  for  eleven 
years,  ten  of  which  were  as  chairman.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLYMOUTH  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Superintendent  and  Commissioners  of  the  Plymouth  County 
Mosquito  Control  Project  welcome  the  Town  of  Duxbury  as  a  new 
member  and  are  pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the 
period  July  1  to  December  31,  1981 

The  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  was  founded  in  1957 
to  combat  mosquitoes  as  nuisances  and  as  disease  carriers  and 
continues  to  carry  out  various  types  of  work  to  that  end  in  22 
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municipalities  including  Duxbury,  Norwell,   Scituate,  Hingham  and 
Hull  as  of  July  1,  1981.     The  project  is  directed  by  five  appointed 
conunissioners  and  a  superintendent. 

This  project  operates  somewhat  differently  than  the  former  South 
Shore  Mosquito  Control   (of  which  your  town  was  a  member) .  The 
Plymouth  County  Project  aims  toward  overall  reduction  of  mosquito 
populations  over  as  broad  an  area  as  possible  to  benefit  as  many 
citizens  as  possible.     This  project  does  not  spray  individual 
private  properties  by  request,  rather  we  use  all  information  at 
our  disposal  to  determine  where  our  area  treatments  are  most  needed 
In  this  way,   a  total  of  12,306  acres  were  treated  with  ultra-low 
volume  sprayers  in  Duxbury  last  summer   (after  July  1) .     In  addition 
150  storm  sewer  catch  basins  were  treated  with  a  safe  insect  growth 
regulator  to  prevent  breeding.     As  we  become  fully  established  in 
the  Town  of  Duxbury,  more  safe  and  effective  larvacides  will  be 
used  to  diminish  the  need  for  adulticide  spraying.     In  addition, 
work  directed  at  the  management  of  mosquito  breeding  water  will  be 
initiated  during  1982  to  reduce  the  need  for  all  types  of  insect- 
icides . 

In  addition  to  changes  in  territory  during  the  last  year,  this 
Project  is  undergoing  a  complete  revision  and  modernization  of 
methods,  equipment,   facilities  and  personnel.     When  complete,  this 
revision  will  greatly  increase  our  ability  to  control  mosquitoes 
safely  with  little  or  no  increase  in  cost  per  capita  which  averages 
less  than  one  dollar  per  year. 

We  are  proud  of  our  achievements  during  1981  and  wish  to  thank  each 
town  and  their  personnel  for  their  interest  and  cooperation.

REPORT  OF  THE  DOG  OFFICER 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  took  over  the  responsibilities  of  this  Department  at  the  end  of 
March  of  1981.     During  my  first  nine  months  as  Dog  Officer,  more 
than  1,200  calls  were  received  and  answered.     The  Dog-Control  Law 
was  enforced  both  by  patrol  and  in  response  to  complaints.  There 
was  a  substantial  decrease  in  the  number  of  livestock  attacks 
reported.     Only  three  such  attacks  were  investigated  by  this 
Department  in  1981. 

During  this  year,   the  function  of  this  Department  changed  somewhat, 
taking  on  the  responsibility  for  animal  control  as  well  as  dog 
control.     Approximately  85  percent  of  calls  related  to  dogs,   10  per- 
cent to  cats  and  the  remaining  5  percent  to  a  variety  of  animals. 
These  included  raccoons,  skunks,   squirrels,  bats,  owls,  ducks, 
snakes,  horses,  a  bull,  a  large  snapping  turtle,  one  baby  wood- 
chuck  and  a  tame  crow. 
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Beresford  Kennels  continued  to  be  used  to  house  impounded  dogs, 
rather  than  the  Town  Pound  which  had    been  vandalized  several  times 
in  previous  years.     The  competent  staff  at  Beresford  as  well  as 
members  of  the  Standish  Humane  Society  provided  valuable  assis- 
tance to  this  Department  in  finding  homes  for  stray  dogs  and  cats. 
Only  four  dogs  could  not  be  pla,ced  and  were  euthanized  during  1981. 

The  number  of  dogs  licensed  during  this  year  decreased  to  1,300. 
There  are  still  many  residents  who  have  not  complied  with  the 
licensing  of  their  dogs.     Reminders  to  these  dog  owners  and  sub- 
sequent action  for  failure  to  license  are  still  in  process. 

As  my  knowledge  and  experience  as  Dog  Officer  grow,   I  look  forward 
to  an  even  more  succesful  year  ahead.

REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  first  year  of  budget  preparation  under  Proposition  2h  is  now 
history.   This  legislation  has  resulted  in  dramatic  changes  in  the 
way  the  Town  has  had  to  approach  the  budgeting  process.     It  was 
the  first  time  in  many  years  that  the  school  budget  was  presented 
without  local  school  board  autonomy.     Because  the  property  of 
Duxbury  was  in  the  process  of  being  revalued  there  was  no  way  the 
potential  gross  amount  which  the  Town  could  levy  could  be  accurately 
estimated.     A  conservative  guess  of  $358,000,000  of  property  value 
meant  that  the  Town  would  only  be  able  to  levy  a  maximum  of 
$8,950,000,   a  figure  approximately  $1,000,000  lower  than  the  levy 
of  the  previous  fiscal  year. 

Because  of  the  potential  impact  on  Town  services  and  because  of  the 
substantial  free  cash  available  as  well  as  the  need  to  emerge  from 
the  Town  Meeting    (which  was  delayed  from  March  to  June)   with  a 
fully  funded  budget  for  FY82,   the  Finance  Committee  agreed  to  re- 
commend the  use  of  free  cash  to  reduce  the  tax  rate,   thus  in  fact 
reducing  the  tax  levy  to  coincide  with  the  maximum  theoretical 
levy  allowable  under  Proposition  2h, 

It  was  perceived  that  the  severe  cuts  which  would  have  been  necess- 
ary to  comply  with  the  worst  case  scenario  would  have  resulted  in 
a  substantial  dismantling  of  the  Town's  budgets.     The  final  re- 
duction met  60/40  by  the  School  Committee  and  the  Town  resulting 
in  a  $700,000  reduction  would  have  been  far  more  severe  in  the 
first  year.      It  was  believed  that  if  the  $1,250,000  of  free  cash 
was  used  it  would  provide  a  one  year/one  time  cushion  which  would 
postpone  to  the  second  year  of  Proposition  2h    (when  perhaps  greater 
perspective  would  be  available)    the  substantial  cuts  which  might 
otherwise  become  necessary. 
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This  decision  was  arrived  at  jointly  by  the  Fincom,   Selectmen  and 
School  Committees  and  was  based  on  the  belief  that  the  Massachusetts 
General  Court  would  eventually  deal  with  various  ambiguities  and 
inequities  in  the  new  law  which  was  widely  perceived  as  being 
flawed  even  by  its  most  ardent  supporters.     Indeed,   the  legisla- 
ture recognizing  the  impact  on  the  towns  as  part  of  their  first 
modification  under  the  law  allowed  towns  to  postpone  their  town 
meetings  until  the  last  possible  moment  before  the  new  fiscal  year 
in  order  that  the  results  of  the  Cherry  Sheets  would  be  available. 
Indeed,   the  General  Court  did  pass  eventually  a  supplemental  assis- 
tance bill  which  resulted  in  a   (onetime?)   additional   ($400,000)  to 
the  Town  of  Duxbury  which  greatly  improved  the  conservative  case 
scenario  under  which  the  Town  completed  the  annual  Town  Meeting  in 
June . 

A  special  Town  Meeting  in  August  was  called  to  ratify  the  negotia- 
tions of  the  Municipal  Workers  Union  and  the  Town.     This  added 
$34,000  to  the  amount  which  needed  to  be  raised  and  appropriated, 
still  without  the  benefit  of  knowing  where  the  Town  really  stood. 

Finally,  with  the  revaluation  complete  and  indicating  a  value  of 
the  Town's  property  substantially  in  excess  of  all  previous  esti- 
mates,  it  became  apparent  that  if  the  use  of  free  cash  were  not 
rescinded  from  the  action  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  then  the  new 
tax  rate  would  be  substantially  lower  than  the  projected  amount 
of  something  less  than  $25.00  per  thousand,   but  would  necessitate 
additional  budget  cuts  of  approximately  $1,250,000  from  the  fiscal 
19  8  3  budget.   Subsequent  action  by  the  Town  in  November,  at  a  special 
Town  Meeting,   to  rescind  the  action  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  and 
restore  the  $1,250,000  to  free  cash,  resulted  in  the  final  $23.80 
per  thousand  tax  rate. 

The  full  effects  of  Proposition  2h  will  yet  have  to  be  felt  in  en- 
suing years  if  the  amounts  the  Town  can  levy  continue  to  be  less 
than  the  real  inflation  rate  and  will  pose  a  severe  challenge  to 
the  creativity  of  future  Town  managers  and  finance  committees  to 
comply .

The  calendar  year  1981  was  a  complex  and  difficult  one  for  the 
Youth  Commission.     Between  January  and  May,  the  Youth  Commission 
worked  with  the  Coordinator  of  Youth  Services,  Jennifer  Herchen. 
The  coordinator  dealt    with  adolescents  with  the  emphasis  on 
family  issues,   preventive  programs,  workshops,   formal  and  informal 
counseling  contacts  and  also  as  an  information  and  referral  service 

In  June  the  coordinator  resigned.     Also  in  June  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  the  Finance  Committee  voted  to  eliminate  both  the 
coordinator's  position  and  the  entire  Youth  Commission  budget. 

Since  that  time,   the  Youth  Commission  has  been  searching  for 
alternatives  to  continue  to  provide  important  and  needed  adolescent 
services  to  the  youth  of  Duxbury. 

The  commission  members  still  feel  very  strongly  that  the  position 
of  coordinator  is  an  important  and  needed  one  in  this  community. 
With  new  commission  appointments,  we  expect  to  be  an  active 
commission  dealing  with  adolescent  issues  in  1982.

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REPORT  OF  THE  RECREATION  ACTIVITIES  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

It's  the  philosophy  of  the  Duxbury  Recreation  Department  to  pro- 
vide a  broad  program  of  activities  to  serve  the  needs  of  both 
adults  and  children.     It  is  also  our  aim  to  assist  other  ograniza- 
tions  that  contribute  to  the  total  community  recreation  program. 

This  year,   over  one  hundred  and  fifteen  programs  and  activities 
were  conducted  for  "youngsters  of  all  ages"  from  pre-schoolers  to 
our  seniors.     Attendance  figures  have  reflected  a  growth  in  the 
citizens'   creative  use  of  their  leisure  time.     Overall  participa- 
tion figures  reflect  an  equivalent  of  76%  of  the  Town  citizens 
involved  in  our  yearly  programs.     Revenue  total  was  $31,04  8.80. 

The  Percy  Walker  Pool  opened  its  doors  for  the  fifth  full  year  with 
the  following  categories  registered  with  pool  cards.   Resident  fami- 
lies 328,    individual  youth  127,   resident  individual  adult  92,  senior 
citizen  couples  18,   individual  senior  citizens  63,  non-resident 
families  91,  non-resident  senior  citizen  couples  22,  non-resident 
senior  citizen  individuals  29,   non-resident  induvidual  adult  95, 
non-resident  individual  youth  55,   with  a  total  pool  membership  of 
920  yearly  discount  tickets. 

The  aquatic  program  serviced  all  levels  of  Red  Cross  swim  lessons 
from  beginners  to  water  safety  instructors  course.     Other  programs 
included  tiny- tots  and  tadpoles,   water  polo,  water  ballet,  skin 
diving  and  scuba,  aquacises  and  adult  lessons.     A  competitive 
swimming  and  diving  team  plus  an  active  AAU  team  known  as  the 
Duxbury  Aqua-Dux  came  in  second  in  the  league  championships.  For 
the  fifth  year,   the  Pilgrim  Area  Collaborative  had  a  rental  for 
150  young  people  participating  in  a  special  needs  aquatic  activity. 
Aquatic  programs  had  an  average  of  380  per  10  week  seasonal  block. 
Total  attendance  for  the  fifth  pool  year  was  73,549  patrons.  Reve- 
nue total  was  $72,067.81. 

The  department  continues  to  enjoy  the  talents  and  skills  of  425 
youth  and  adult  volunteers  who  generously  give  of  their  time  to 
assist  us  in  our  community  wide  programs.     Many  thanks  to  you  all; 
we  are  indeed  grateful.     We  would  like  to  thank  all  town  depart- 
ments for  their  assistance  this  past  year  and  a  special  thanks  to 
all  members  of  the  Recreation  Activities  Committee  for  their  giving 
of  time  and  energy  to  the  Town's  recreational  pursuits.   To  the 
citizens  of  Duxbury,  we  thank  you  for  your  continued  support  of 
all  our  programs.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BIKEWAY  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

During  this  past  year,   the  Committee  thoroughly  researched  the 
concept  of  a  bikeway  and  developed  a  rationale  supporting  the 
need  and  feasibility  for  one  in  Duxbury.     Simply  defined,  a 
bikeway  is  a  provision  for  the  safe  access  of  those  who  bike, 
walk  or  jog.     This  rationale  emphasized  safe  access  for  growing 
numbers  of  pedestrians  on  our  narrow  but  fast-moving  roads. 

The  Bikeway  Committee  was  empowered  by  the  Selectmen  to  create 
a  design  and  apply  for  state  funding.     The  details  of  application 
were  completed,   pre-engineering  plans  and  design  drafted  and  a 
cost  formula  defined. 

This  comprehensive  proposal  was  presented  to  and  unanimously 
endorsed  by  the  Planning  Board,   School  Committee  and  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.     The  proposal  was  presented  to  the  Town  as  Articles  2 
and  3  on  the  warrant  of  the  June  1,    1981  Town  Meeting. 

The  town  voted  favorably  on  both  articles  and  endorsed  the  Bikeway 
proposal  conditional  upon  our  securing  of  State  funding.  On 
September  1,    1981  the  State  Project  Review  Committee  voted  to 
approve  our  proposal  and  award  the  town  $134,250.00  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  Bikeway.     This  figure  represents  75%  of  the  pro- 
ject's total  cost.     The  remaining  25%,   or  $44,750.00,  represents 
the  town's  share.     From  this  figure  the  state  has  permitted  us  to 
credit  $24,000.00  for  the  planning  and  pre-engineering  design 
already  completed  by  the  Bikeway  Committee  and  $8,000.00  for  in- 
spection to  be  done  by  the  Town  Engineer. 

The  remaining  $12,000.00  will  be  provided  by  using  town  forces  to 
complete  several  construction  tasks. 

As  of  this  writing,  we  have  received  a  State  contract  that,  when 
signed  by  the  Selectmen,   will  permit  implementation  of  Phase  I  of 
the  Bikeway  proposal.     This  will  create  safe  access  from  the  beach 
to  the  high  school  and  west  to  the  North  Hill  Country  Club.  An 
additional  access  route  will  connect  the  school  complex  to  Tremont 
Street . 

The  Bikeway  Committee  sincerely  hopes  that  this  project,  when  com- 
plete, will  provide  significant  benefits  to  the  Town.     It  should 
provide  a  measure  of  safe  access  to  our  school  complex,  library 
and  pool.      In  addition,    it  will  permit  safe  alternative  access  to 
the  beach  where  current  parking  facilities  are  severely  limited. 
We  express  our  heartfelt  thanks  to  those  who  have  supported  these 
efforts  and  brought  this  proposal  nearer  to  reality.     In  particular, 
we  are  grateful  to  David  Thompson,   Roland  Battis,   Paul  Brogna, 
Sally  Sylvester  and  Dan  Orwig.     Their  expertise  and  support  were 
crucial  ingredients  to  the  success  of  this  project.

TO  THE  HONORABLE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN: 

As  we  write  this  report  the  Chestnut  Street  Fire  Station  is  being  internally 
demolished  for  the  conversion  to  Family  Housing  and  is  scheduled  to  be  ready 
for  occupancy  in  the  Spring  of  1982.     There  will  be  two  duplex  style  apart- 
ments with  three  bedrooms  each.     Scott  Bailey  Company  of  Cohasset  was  the  low 
bidder  at  $116 ,000 .00 . 

We  appreciate  the  efforts  of  Senator  Allan  R.  McKinnon  and  Representative 
Charles  W.  Mann  in  obtaining  an  extension  of  time  for  us  to  prepare  the  nec- 
essary plans  to  re-bid  the  project. 

Earlier  this  year  we  purchased  a  Bay  Road  property  under  Chapter  705  which  will 
eventually  have  three  family  units. 

The  Architect  for  both  projects  is  Sellew,  Doherty  and  Shesky ,  Inc.  of  Quincy . 

Funds  for  these  two  projects  were  obtained  under  Chapter  705  Family  Housing, 
through  the  Executive  Office  of  Communities  and  Development  (EOCD) . 

We  currently  have  ten  families  housed  under  Chapter  707  Rental  Assistance  and 
eight  families  housed  under  the  Federal  Section  8  Program.     Under  the  Chapter  705 
Family  Housing  we  anticipate  six  families  by  the  end  of  1982. 

In  May  of  this  year  the  Duxbury  Housing  Authority  in  conjunction  with  the 
Planning  Board,  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  guidance  of  the  Citizen  Housing  and 
Planning  Association  of  Boston  (CHAPA)  sent  a  housing  survey  to  3273  households 
in  Duxbury.     A  satisfying  40%  return  helped  to  give  direction  for  the  desires 
and  needs  of  the  residents .     60%  of  these  returns  favored  some  kind  of  accessory 
apartments.     25%  indicated  a  need  for  moderately  priced  and  smaller  homes  as 
well  as  some  need  for  more  housing  fad  low  income  residents .     These  needs  will  be 
discussed  again  when  the  group  meets  for  a  final  report  from  CHAPA  early  in 
1982.     We  thank  all  of  the  residents  who  responded  to  the  survey. 

Maintenance  of  our  properties  is  a  continuous  project.    All  buildings  are  in- 
spected annually  and  maintenance  work  is  programed  for  the  fiscal  year.  Our 
budgeted  funds  are  limited  but  maintenance  is  given  our  highest  priority . 

We  thank  the  Citizens  of  Duxbury  for  their  concern  for  the  Residents  at  the 
Duxborrough  Village  and  the  Police,  Fire  and  Highway  Departments  for  their 
assistance  in  times  of  emergencies  and  a  special  thanks  to  the  Tenants  for 
their  cooperation.

The  Plymouth  County  Cooperative  Extension  Service's  office  is  located  on 
High  Street,  Hanson  and  can  be  reached  by  calling  293-3541,  447-5946  or 
746-0053.    Our  staff  is  comprised  of  a  Director,  two  Regional  Agricultural 
Specialists,  a  Coninunity  Resource  Development  Specialist,  tvro  Home  Econo- 
mists, four  4-H  Agents  and  four  clerical  staff.    In  addition,  we  administer 
a  Nutritional  Educational  Program  for  limited-income  families  in  Plymouth 
County.    Two  professional  nutritionists  and  ten  aides  wDrk  in  this  program. 

In  our  traditional  4-H  Program  we  have  1313  members  with  22,041  otheryouth 
participating  in  our  short-term  and  school  programs.  In  Duxbury  489  youth 
participated  in  these  programs. 

Free  bulletins  are  on  display  at  our  office  on  lawn  care,  gardening,  nutri- 
tion, home  canning  and  freezing,  to  name  a  few.    We  continue  to  test  soil, 
free  of  charge,  for  Plymouth  County  residents.    Our  Home  Economist  will 
also  check  your  pressure  cooker  gauge.

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REPORT  OF  HAZARDOUS  WASTE  COORDINATOR 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Since  my  appointment  as  Hazardous  Waste  Coordinator  in  September 
of  1981,  I  have  represented  the  Town  at  one  meeting  of  the  MAPC 
held  at  Salem  State  College  last  October  on  hazardous  wastes  and 
groundwater.  The  MAPC  and  DEQE  plan  to  hold  these  meetings  from 
time  to  time  to  acquaint  not  only  the  Hazardous  Waste  Coordinators, 
but  all  interested  citizens  with  the  problems  of  hazardous  waste 
in  the  environment. 

Duxbury,  so  far  as  I  can  determine,  has  no  real  hazardous  waste 
problems,   so  that  at  this  time  there  is  no  need  for  a  hazardous 
waste  committee  to  be  formed.     Some  of  the  members  of  the  Marsh- 
f ield-Duxbury  League  of  Women  Voters  have  shown  an  interest  in 
hazardous  wastes  in  the  local  communities  and  I  have  suggested  to 
the  Duxbury  group  that  they  meet  with  the  Water  Commissioners  for 
some  background  information  on  our  water  supply  and  also  with  the 
Transfer  Station  operators  to  see  if  we  might  be  able  to  do  some 
waste  oil  recycling.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Marcia  Gould,  Chairman,  and  Constance  Pye,  retired  from  the  School  Committee 

after  six  years  of  service.     Lawrence  Stone  and  John  Todd  were  elected  to 

three  year  terms,  while  Shelley  Beeby  was  elected  for  one  year. 

The  newly  formed  School  Committee  participated  in  a  workshop  on  School 
Committee  governance  and  responsibilities  conducted  by  Dr.  Terence  Deal  at 
the  Harvard  Graduate  School  of  Education. 

The  School  Department's  1981-82  Proposition  2h  Compliance  Budget  of  $7,039,016 
was  unanimously  approved  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  on  June  1.     The  highlights 
of  the  re-organization  of  the  School  system  reflected  in  the  Proposition 
2h  Budget  were  the  institution  of  the  six  period  day  at  the  High  School, 
curriculum  and  schedule  changes  at  the  Intermediate  School,  elimination  of 
eighth  and  ninth  grade  interscholastic  athletics  as  well  as  release  time 
for  department  heads,  and  the  reduction  of  nearly  40  positions  from  the 
School  System. 

At  the  November  9  Special  Town  Meeting,  the  town  voted  to  rescind  the  use 
of  $250,000  in  free  cash  to  reduce  the  tax  rate  for  this  fiscal  year  (1982). 
This  action,  strongly  supported  by  the  School  Committee,  will  assure  a  tax 
levy  base  for  fiscal  1983  that  can  provide  "level  services"  for  the  schools 
in  1982-83. 

In  consultation  with  Dr.  Thomas  Henstock  of  Northeastern  University,  the 
School  Committee  implemented  a  community-wide  needs  assessment  survey.  Mailed 
to  a  random  sample  of  1500  Duxbury  citizens  on  December  7,  the  survey  will 
be  used  by  the  School  System  in  planning  its  future  development.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

In  the  annals  of  municipal  management,  1981  will  be  remembered  as  the  year 
of  Proposition  2^5.     A  great  deal  of  time  and  human  energy  was  expended  by 
the  School  Committee,  its  school  management  team,  and  the  faculty  in  achieving 
compliance  with  this  mandate  from  the  people.     I  am  pleased  to  report,  however, 
that  this  school  system  did  not  become  stalled,  or  lose  its  forward  momentum, 
during  the  months  of  wrestling  with  Proposition  2^^.     In  fact,  a  number  of 
very  important  projects  were  completed  during  1981  which  will  significantly 
improve  the  quality  of  services  in  the  Duxbury  Public  Schools. 

In  the  area  of  curriculum,  the  elementary  faculty  prepared  scope  and  sequence 
charts  in  Reading,  Mathematics  and  Language  Arts.     These  curriculum  guides 
set  forth  the  base-line  expectations  for  the  core  elementary  instructional 
program.    Also,  at  the  Intermediate  and  High  School  levels,  a  thorough 
review  of  the  departmental  course  offerings  has  been  occurring.     A  prime 
result  of  this  process  is  a  thoroughly  revised  1982-83  Program  of  Studies 
for  the  high  school. 

Another  major  curriculum  thrust  has  been  in  the  area  of  computer  literacy. 
During  the  last  year,  additional  computer  equipment  was  purchased  through 
federal  funds  and  a  grant  from  the  Grafton  Fund.     Direct  experience  with 
computers  will  now  begin  in  grade  four  and  continue  through  the  high  school 
level.     Further  upgrading  of  the  school  system's  instructional  computer 
capability  is  planned  for  1982. 

During  the  summer,  a  task  force  of  faculty  members,  parents,  and  students 
developed  a  program  to  strengthen  research  and  study  skills.     At  grade  six, 
students  will  be  introduced  to  the  element  of  good  study  habits,  using 
materials  from  the  Harvard-Milton  Study  Skills  Project.     Beginning  in  grade 
eight  and  continuing  through  the  high  school  level,  students  will  be  trained 
in  techniques  of  preparing  research  papers.     Also,  specific  guidelines  for 
essay  writing  have  been  developed,  and  are  being  implemented  by  the  English 
Department.     Finally,  the  task  force  identified  the  research  and  study 
skills  that  all  students  should  have  by  the  end  of  their  high  school  years. 
Each  academic  department  in  grades  six  through  twelve  will  develop  a  plan 
for  teaching  a  portion  of  these  skills. 

The  high  school  faculty  and  administration  has  devoted  many  hours  to  preparing 
for  the  visit  of  the  evaluation  committee  of  the  New    England  Association 
of  Schools  and  Colleges  (NEASC)   scheduled  for  April  1982.     This  visit  is 
part  of  the  ten  year  process  of  re-accreditation  for  DHS. 

During  1981,  three  major  policy  areas  were  updated  by  the  School  Committee. 
First,  a  comprehensive  handbook  governing  the  interscholastic  athletic 
program  was  adopted.     Second,  a  thoroughly  revised  Code  of  Conduct  for 
students  was  approved  and  implemented.     Third,  the  Committee  approved  a 
comprehensive  revision  of  the  policies  and  procedures  governing  teacher 
evaluation. 

In  the  areas  of  business  operations,  the  School  Committee  approved  an 
agreement  with  Fisher  Junior  College  to  offer  post-secondary  programs  in

Duxbury.     Also,  a  three  year  contract  for  student  transportation  services 
was  awarded  to  Carey  Motor  Transportation  of  Whitman,  who  was  the  low  bidder. 
Finally,  three  year  contracts  were  negotiated  and  ratified  with  the  Duxbury 
School  Nurses  Association  and  the  Duxbury  Teachers'  Association.     An  important 
part  of  the  teachers'  contract  is  a  so-called  "RIF"  (reduction- in-force) 
article  governing  any  future  lay-offs  of  faculty  members. 

In  short,  1981  was  much  more  than  a  year  of  financial  problem-solving  in 
the  Duxbury  Public  Schools.     It  was  a  year  of  positive  change  and  improvement. 
As  1982  begins,  there  continues  to  be  an  attitude  of  enthusiasm  and  a  high 
degree  of  energy  in  evidence  at  all  levels  of  the  school  system.    And  that 
bodes  well  for  the  future  of  the  Duxbury  Public  Schools.

TO  THE  BOARD  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 
Town   of   Duxbury  Massachusetts 


Enclosed   is   the   report   of   the  Water  Enterprise   for   the  fiscal 
year  ended   June   30,    1981.      This  year  has    finished   almost   under  the 
limits    of   the   budgets    (see   pages    7    &    8).      Expenditures   went  over 
the   amount  budgeted  by   $2,886.64   in   spite   of   the   fact   that   we  have 
included   a   depreciation   of    $28,701.90    that   was   not  budgeted. 


I  have   applied   a   combination   of   accrual   and   cash   basis   on  the 
Revenues    and   Expenditures    report    (page    2)    as    the    "National  Committee 
of   Governmental   Accounting"  recommends. 


This   Enterprise  has   many   unique   aspects   and   I   am  unable   to  find 
any   text    that   gives   the   technical   answers   as   how   to  handle   some  of 
my   questions . 

This    report    shows    that    Commitments   and    Incomes   are   not  suf- 
ficient  to   cover   the   expenditures,    leaving   a   deficit    in  operation 
of   $124,467.10.      I  have   also   included   another   statement   of  Incomes 
and   Expenses    (page   3)   which   if  we   apply   the   total   incomes  received, 
the   deficit    in   operation  would   be    $121,494.36.      The  difference 
between   the   two   systems    is    irrelevant    in  my  opinion. 


The   Cash   Flow   Statement    for   the   current   year    (page   4)  represents 
paid  bills    in  excess   of   $61,715.33   of  money   received.      This  amount 
has  been   taken   from   funds   available   of   articles   of   previous  years 
and   should  be   refunded  with    1981/1982   revenues:    $30,840.87    is  part 
of   the   operating  budget   of  next   year   plus    $523,063.13  which  will 
come    from   revenue    ($150,000.00    from  Hydrant    Service    in   the  Select- 
men's budget   and   $373,063.13   from  sales). 


According   to   "Cost   of   Service"   report    (page   9)    and  following 
the    formula   of   Coopers    and   Lybrand,    the    rate   per   thousand  gallons 
of  water   appears    to  be    $0.88.      I   understand   the   Commissioners  have 
already    fixed   the   rate   at    $1.00  per   the   recommendation   of  Coopers 
and   Lybrand,    and   the  minimum   charge  will   be    $36.00.      These  changes 
will   probably   offset    the    $61,715.33  deficit. 
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I  have   included   a  Debt   report    (page   6)    showing   the   debts  of 
the   Enterprise   with    interest    until   the   end   of    the    issuing  (1994) 
in  order   that,    if   the   Commissioners   are   thinking   of  borrowing,  they 
will  be   aware   of   the   commitment   of   each  year. 

On   page   7   I  have   prepared   a  schedule   of    1980-1981   Budget  and 
Expenditures   showing  how  each   appropriation   is   over  or   under  the 
amount  budgeted. 

Under   Schedules    "A",    "B",    "C",    and    "D"    I  have   analyzed  the 
different    items   of   the  Balance   Sheet    for  a  better  understanding. 
Schedule   "E"   is   my  main   concern  with   a  Fund   Balance   of  $23,725.27. 
I  have   reached   this   balance  by   capitalizing   the   expenditures  of 
some   articles,    and   the   physical   inventory   cost,    less   the  original 
amount   at    the   beginning   of    the  year. 

I  would   like   to   suggest    to   the   Commissioners   that   in  this 
first   Enterprise   year,   my   report   should  be   audited.      I  would  like 
the   assurance   that   as   we   begin, it   is   being   done   correctly.  Arthur 
Young   &   Company,    I  have  heard,   has   audited   the  Water   Enterprise  of 
the   City   of   Boston.      Coopers   and   Lybrand   in   their   letter  dated 
October   23,    1979,    recommends    that    it   will   be   more   economical  to 
the   Enterprise    system   to    go   through   Arthur  Young   &   Company    for  an 
audit  .

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Duxbury: 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  submits  herewith  the  131st  Annual 
Report  of  the  Officials  and  Committees  of  the  Town  of  Duxbury. 

1982  was  a  good  year  for  municipal  government  in  the  Town  of 
Duxbury.     Proposition  2h  has  been  faced,   adjusted  to  and  dealt 
with.     The  town  continues  to  be  in  a  strong  financial  position 
with  ample  free  cash,  necessary  public  services  and  a  reduced  tax 
rate.     The  Selectmen  and  the  Finance  Committee  believe  that  they 
have  analyzed  the  fiscal  requirements  and  set  proper  goals  to  live 
within  the  strictures  of  Proposition  2h.     The  Selectmen  are  par- 
ticularly pleased  with  the  cooperation  of  Department  Heads  in  the 
way  they  have  handled  their  budgets  and  special  article  requests 
for  town  meeting;   they  are  within  the  constraints  placed  upon  them. 
The  Department  Heads  have  not  only  complied  willingly  but  have 
frequently  shown  leadership  in  that  some  budgetary  requests  have 
been  less  than  the  goals  set  by  the  Selectmen.  Departmental 
structures,  both  in  personnel  and  services  provided,  are  displaying 
a  high  degree  of  efficiency.     Some  of  our  units  are  paying  for 
themselves  completely  based  on  updated  fee  structures.     The  Board 
of  Selectmen,  as  policy  making  and  operational  officers  of  the 
Town  of  Duxbury  and  the  Executive  Assistant,   who  is  authorized  by 
them  to  carry  out  their  mandate,  all  know  the  frustrations  in- 
volved and  that  nothing  is  perfect;   but  we  have  a  keen  sense  of 
pride  in  all  of  our  people  due  to  their  overall  reaction  to  some 
adversity  and  austerity. 

1982  was  a  year  of  announcements  of  retirement  from  many  of 
our  people  who  have  become  so  familiar  over  the  years  that  they 
will  be  sorely  missed.     Police  Chief     Henry  McNeil  and  Fire  Chief 
Howard  Blanchard  will  retire  early  in  1983;  Town  Treasurer/Collec- 
tor    Maurice  Shirley  is  leaving  at  the  end  of  his  term  in  March 
1983;   Town  Clerk     Eileen  Rawson  has  announced  that  she  will  leave 
in  March  at  the  end  of  her  term.     A  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on 
September  20,   1982  authorized  the  Selectmen  to  petition  the 
legislature  so  that  in  the  future  the  office  of  Collector  and 
Treasurer  will  be  appointed  rather  than  elected.     The  legislature 
has  approved  the  town  petition.     The  Personnel  Board  and  the 
Selectmen  are  now  actively  seeking  an  appointed  replacement  for 
Maurice  Shirley. 

Each  year  is  tinged  with  sadness  with  the  departure  of  good 
citizens  who  have  served  the  town  well. 

In  1982  the  town  lost  Richard  Oates,   a  long  time  member  of 
the  Board  of  Appeals.     Dick  Oates  was  a  quiet,  reserved,  dignified 
man.     His  judicious  nature  made  him  a  perfect  Appeals  Board  member. 
He  was  a  gentle  person  of  great  compassion.     His  loss  has  been  felt 
by  his  colleagues. 
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Joseph  Lund  passed  on  in  1982.     Joe  had  served  on  the  North 
Hill  Study  Committee  and  was  a  leading  sponser  and  worker  in  the 
Audubon  Society.     Joe  was  living  proof  that  a  major  businessman 
could  also  be  an  environmentalist  of  the  first  rank.     Joe  was  a 
power  in  Boston  business  and  at  the  same  time  was  deeply  involved 
in  the  world  of  the  naturalist.     His  concern  for  Duxbury  beaches, 
tidal  marshes  and  wetlands  showed  a  remarkable  sensitivity  to 
everything  that  was  around  him.     When  you  wander  around  Duxbury 
today  and  still  find  it  as  pleasing  as  we  do,  you  can  thank  the 
Joe  Lunds  of  the  world  for  their  contribution  to  it. 

David  Pittenger  of  the  Waterfront  Advisory  Committee  was  a 
pleasant,  curteous  man  who  loved  our  town  and  served  it  well.  It 
was  a  shock  to  all  of  us  to  hear  of  his  illness  which  was  shortly 
followed  by  his  death.     We  miss  his  pleasant  and  affable  nature. 

The  Fire  Department  and  the  town  lost  one  of  its  volunteer 
officers,  Lt .  William  B.   Luce.     A  devoted  firefighter,   he  was 
keenly  interested  in  the  improvement  of  our  Fire  Department.  A 
combination  of  management,   full  time  firefighters  and  volunteers 
such  as  Lt.  Luce  have  made  the  Duxbury  Fire  Department  the  out- 
standing unit  that  it  is  today. 

Former  Water  Commissioner  Leonard  Gallagher  left  us  in  Decem- 
ber of  1982.     Col.  Gallagher  lived  a  long  and  full  life  and  had  an 
active  military  career.     A  big,   imposing  but  friendly  man,  he  was 
every  inch  of  what  one  would  expect  a  full  Colonel  of  the  United 
States  Army  to  be.     His  service  as  a  Water  Commissioner  was  during 
an  earlier  period  of  considerable  advance  planning.     The  Colonel 
made  a  major  contribution  to  this  planning  phase.     He  was  one  of 
the  few  people  who  could  explain  techicalities  in  laymen's  language 
so  that  much  that  was  obscure  could  be  understood.     We  respected 
the  Colonel  and  regret  his  loss. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  Boards,   Committees  and  Town  employees 
for  their  help,   involvement  and  good  service  during  the  past  year. 
These  people  are  most  important  to  us  and  our  function  could  not 
be  accomplished  without  them.

Question  1:  SUMMARY 

The  proposed  constitutional  amendment  vould  remove  the  present  con- 
stitutional prohibition  against  the  use  of  public  funds  to  aid  or 
maintain  private  primary  or  secondary  schools .    It  WDuld  permit  the 
Conmonwealth,  cities  and  towns  to  make  public  funds  available  to  iDupils 
attending  private  primary  and  secondary  schools  in  the  form  of  either 
aid,  materials  or  services  subject,  ho\/^ver^  to  three  specific  limi- 
tations.   First,  the  private  school  could  not  be  one  that  discriminates 
on  the  basis  of  race  or  color  in  its  admission  requirements.  Second 
the  grant  of  aid  must  be  consistent  with  the  First  Amendment  to  the 
United  States  Constitution  vyMch  guarantees  the  free  exercise  of  religion 
and  prohibits  the  establishment  of  religion.    Third,  individual  pupils 
would  have  to  request  the  aid,  materials  or  services.    In  addition  to 
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these  three  specific  limitations,  the  amendment  WDuld  authorize  the 
legislature  to  enact  other  laws  imposing  conditions  or  restrictions 
on  the  grant  of  public  aid,  materials  or  services.    The  proposal  vjould 
also  change  the  state  constitution  to  al\ow  public  monay  to  be  spent 
to  aid  inf iimaries ,  hospitals,  charitable  or  religious  undertakings 
if  they  are  either  publicly  owied  or  under  the  control  of  public  offic- 
ials.   The  state  constitution  now  prohibits  such  spending  unless  these 
institutions  are  ^thr  publicly  owned  and  mder  the  control  of  public 
officials .

Question  2.  SUMMARY 

The  proposed  constitutional  amendment  would  allow  the  legislature  to 
enact  laws  authorizing  the  state  courts  to  impose  the  death  penalty  on 
the  conviction  of  crimes  to  be  specified  by  law.    The  proposed  amendment 
WDuld  provide  that  no  provision  of  the  state  constitution  may  in  the 
future  be  construed  as  prohibiting  the  inposition  of  the  punishment  of 
death.

Question  3.  SUMMARY 

The  proposed  law  would  require  that  before  the  construction  or  opera- 
tion of  any  new  nuclear  power  plant  or  low-level  radioactive  waste 
storage  or  disposal  facility  in  the  Ccmnonwealth ,  the  legislature  must 
make  certain  findings  and  a  majority  of  voters  most  auprove  the  new 
facility  at  a  statewide  election.    Before  the  question  of  building  a 
new  nuclear  plant  could  be  submitted  to  the  voters ,  the  legislature 
would  have  to  find  that  (1)  the  proposed  facility  is  the  best  means  for 
meeting  energy  needs  based  on  certain  econctnic,  safety  environmental 
and  social  considerations j  (2)  a  federally -licensed  facility  exists 
for  the  disposal  of  the  high-level  radioactive  waste  that  would  be  gen- 
erated; (3)  an  approved  emergency  preparedness  plan  has  been  developed; 
(4)  radio-active  pollution  standards  have  been  promulgated-  and  (5)  a 

demonstrated,  federally-approved  technology  exists  for  deccranissioning  the 
proposed  power  plant.    Before  the  question  of  building  and  operating  a 
low- level  radioactive  waste  storage  or  disposal  facility  or  of  entering 
into  an  agreement  with  another  state  to  build  and  operate  such  a  facility 
in  Massachusetts  could  be  submitted  to  the  voters,  the  legislature  would 
have  to  find  that  the  technology  and  site  designated  for  the  proposed 
facility  are  the  best  available  based  on  certain  economic,  safety,  envi- 
ronmental and  social  considerations .    The  legislature  wDuld  also  have  to 
find  that  the  obligations  imposed  on  Massachusetts  by  any  interstate 
agreement  were  no  greater  than  those  imposed  on  any  other  state.  The 
proposal  would  not  apply  to  a  facility  x\hich  had  obtained  all  necessary 
government  approvals  before  August  5 ,  1981 ,  nor  to  any  disposal  or  stor- 
age of  radioactive  wastes  from  medical  or  bio -research  applications  in

Question  4.  SUMMARY 

The  law  requires  that  a  refundable  deposit  be  padd  for  certain  beverage 
containers  sold  in  Massachusetts.    Beverage  containers  o-f  less  than  32 
ounces  must  have  a  refund  valiae  of  at  least  five  cents  and  larger  con- 
tainers a  refund  value  of  at  least  ten  cents.    This  requirement  applies 
to  non-biodegradable  containers  of  carbonated  soft  drinks,  mineral 
water ,  beer  and  other  malt  beverages ,  but  not  to  containers  of  other 
alcoholic  beverages,  dairy  products,  natural  fruit  juices  or  wine.  All 
beverage  containers  subject  to  deposit  must  clearly  indicate  the  refund 
value  on  the  container.    The  deposit  is  paid  by  the  consumer  upon  pur- 
chase and  must  be  refunded  ^/^en  the  consumer  returns  the  empty  container 
to  a  proper  dealer  or  redenption  center  ,  so  long  as  the  container  does 
not  contain  any  material  different  fron  its  normal  contents .  Dealers 
and  distributors  are  also  subjectto  the  same  deposit  and  refund  on  the 
beverage  containers  tliey  handle,  and  are  also  entitled  to  a  handling  fee 
of  at  least  one  cent  per  container.    No  containers  can  be  sold  in  the 
state  if  they  are  joined  together  by  plastic  rings  or  any  other  device 
that  cannot  be  broken  down  by  light  or  bacteria .    The  law  provides  a 
bottler  a  reduction  in  corporate  excise  tax  of  one -tenth  of  one  cent  for 
each  reusable  beverage  container  \A^ich  the  bottler  sells  in  the  first 
three  months  of  1983 .    The  law  provides  for  additional  -unemployment  bene"!- 
fits  and,  if  the  Legislature  appropriates  the  funds ^  a  job  retraining  prO' 
gram  for  employees  of  bottlers ,  canners  or  manufacturers  of  beverage 
containers  vAio  lose  their  jobs  as  a  result  of  this  law,    The  law  takes 
effect  on  January  17,  1983.

In  the  year  1982,  we  transported  2458  passengers.     We  are 
covering  all  areas  of  the  town  and  have  had  an  increase  in 
ridership  since  the  partial  occupation  of  Island  Creek  Village.

REPORT  OF  THE  BIKEWAY  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

This  past  year  has  been  a  rather  difficult  one  for  our 
committee.     While  major  plans  and  support  are  in  place  to  imple- 
ment phase  one  of  the  Bikeway  project,   it  has  been  delayed  by  a 
myriad  of  essential  details. 

We  have  successfully  worked  through  many  of  these  details 
and  currently  we  are  completing  negotiations  with  the  electric 
company  to  relocate  a  number  of  power  lines.  This  will  permit 
the  construction  of  safe  access  to  bikes  and  foot  traffic  along 
West  and  St.  George  Streets.  Once  the  lines  are  moved,  we  are 
hopeful  that  the  town's  Engineering  Assistant  can  begin  actual 
construction  on  this  project. 

Despite  the  delays,   the  Bikeway  Committee  remains  committed 
toward  accomplishing  a  safe  access  to  those  who  walk,  bike  and 
jog  on  Duxbury • s  narrow  and  heavily  travelled  roads. 

The  first  phase  would  provide  a  measure  of  safe  access  to 
the  school  complex,   library  and  pool.     In  addition,   it  would  pro- 
vide safe  alternative  access  to  the  beach  where  current  parking 
facilities  are  severely  limited. 

We  continue  to  be  grateful  to  those  who  have  patiently 
supported  the  project  as  it  moves  closer  to  reality.     In  particu- 
lar, we  would  like  to  commend  the  vital  expertise  and  hard  work 
of  the  Town  Engineering  Assistant,  Paul  Brogna.

REPORT  OF  THE  ENGINEERING  ASSISTANT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Residents  of  Duxbury: 

The  office  of  the  Engineering  Assistant  provides  professional 
engineering  and  design  services  to  support  the  construction  of  both 
in-house  projects  and  outside  contracts.     Designs  are  formulated 
for  work  to  be  accomplished  by  Town  employees.     These  include 
installation  of  storm  drainage  systems,  reconstruction  of  public 
ways,   and  marine  engineering  for  the  Powder  Point  Bridge  and 
public  landings.     For  outside  contractual  services,  this  office  is 
responsible  for  the  preparation  of  project  plans,  specifications 
and  necessary  contract  documents.     All  project  management  functions 
are  also  performed  during  the  construction  phase. 

The  projects  completed  during  this  past  year  include  the 
reconstruction  of  Powder  Point  Avenue  and  Laurel  Street;  rehabili- 
tation of  sections  of  the  Powder  Point  Bridge;    sidewalks  in  Hall's 
Corner  and  rebuilding  of  sections  of  Union  Street,  Lincoln  Street 
and  Puritan  Way.     In  addition,   a  new  contract  for  the  hauling  and 
disposal  of  waste  at  the  Transfer  Station  was  negotiated  and 
completed . 

Projects  currently  under  design  and  study  include  the  recon- 
struction of  Depot  Street,  Hall's  Corner  and  the  Snug  Harbor  area; 
additional  repairs  and  improvements  to  the  Powder  Point  Bridge; 
structural  and  siding  repairs  to  the  Transfer  Station  facility 
and  the  construction  of  the  Bikepath. 

Research  is  continuing  in  the  areas  of  pavement  recycling, 
asphalt  reclamation,   solid  waste  disposal,  recycling  and  energy 
conservation.     The  completion  of  the  reconstruction  projects  on 
Powder  Point  Avenue  and  Union  Street  were  good  examples  of  the 
asphalt  reclamation  process  whereby  the  existing  failed  pavement 
was  pulverized  and  recycled  for  a  new  useful  life  as  the  road 
base.     This  process  provided  for  a  new  structural  foundation  for 
the  roadway  at  a  very  feasible  cost.     We  are  continually  seeking 
new  technologies  and  methods  to  design  and  construct  the  best 
roadway  system  at  the  least  possible  cost.

REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Residents  of  Duxbury: 

This  year  proved  to  be  a  very  successful  one  for  this  depart- 
ment.    During  this  first  complete  year  under  Proposition  2h,  we 
met  the  challenges  of  level  funding  and  inflationary  costs  in  a 
very  businesslike  and  progressible  way.     Essential  and  customary 
services  were  maintained  and,  in  some  cases,  new  ones  started. 
We  continued  to  push  forward  in  view  of  the  poor  economic  conditions. 
Our  efforts  appeared  to  be  worthwhile. 


with  our  continued  emphasis  on  improving  the  poor  areas  of 
Town  that  have  little  or  no  adequate  storm  drainage  capabilities, 
we  spent  considerable  time  and  effort  in  this  regard.  Progress 
is  being  made;  however,  due  to  the  extensive  need  throughout  much 
of  Duxbury,  we  face  a  rather  long,  uphill  battle.     In-house  per- 
sonnel surveyed,  designed  and  successfully  constructed  new  systems 
in  the  following  areas:  East  Street,  Eagle's  Nest  Road,  South 
Street,  Franklin  Street  and  Myrtle  Street. 

Considerable  care  and  effort  was  expended  at  the  Powder  Point 
Bridge  to  maintain  good  repair.     From  minor  repairs  to  reconstruc- 
tion of  complete  sections,   our  local  abilities  were  utilized.  This 
marked  the  first  time  since  the  last  closing  in  the  mid-seventies 
that  all  areas  of  reconstruction  were  designed  and  completed 
exclusively  with  Town  employees.     Additional  dedicated  effort  will 
be  needed  in  the  future  to  maintain  good  repair  in  conjunction 
with  its  design  loads  and  daily  use. 

A  large  concerted  effort  in  the  area  of  roadway  resurfacing 
and  reconstruction  was  expended.     With  the  dedicated  assistance  of 
our  engineering  and  construction  personnel,   together  with  the  ex- 
pertise of  outside  contracts  for  materials  and  equipment  services, 
we  reconstructed  many  public  ways.     These  included  Powder  Point 
Avenue,  Laurel  Street  and  sections  of  Union  Street,   Lincoln  Street 
and  Puritan  Way.     Our  first  experience  with  the  use  of  recycling 
pavement  and  rehabilitation  on  the  above  roads  proved  to  be  of 
great  success.     We  intend  to  learn  from  our  experiences  here  and 
expand  into  the  future. 

A  great  deal  of  time  and  effort  was  utilized  to  maintain  our 
vehicle  force.     With  the  aging  of  many  pieces  of  equipment,  more 
frequent  and  usually  more  expensive  repair  costs  seem  to  occur. 
Road  salts  and  abrasives  take  their  toll;  however,  normal  aging 
and  fair  wear  and  tear  appear  to  have  a  greater  detrimental  effect 
on  the  vehicle's  condition.     Although  we  make  a  very  dedicated  and 
conscientious  daily  effort  to  maintain  our  fleet,  there  comes  a 
point  in  time  when  continued  repairs  of  depreciated  equipment  be- 
come impractical  or  uneconomical.     More  emphasis  on  periodic  re- 
placement appears  to  be  necessary  in  order  to  maintain  an  effec- 
tive and  efficient  service. 

Other  tasks  completed  include  guardrail  painting  and  replace- 
ment,  structural  and  masonry  repairs  to  culverts  and  other  drain- 
age control  devices,  and  roadway  and  pavement  markings. 

We  deeply  appreciate  the  sincere  efforts  of  our  full-time 
and  seasonal  employees  and  to  our  administrative  staff  who  unself- 
ishly give  of  themselves  to  support  our  operations.     Our  thanks 
to  each  and  every  one  of  them  for  their  continued  assistance  and 
confidence.     Also,   to  those  contractors  who  daily  support  the 
Town  and  those  who  graciously  provide  for  efficient  snow  removal 
services,  we  sincerely  give  our  thanks  and  gratitude.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRANSFER  STATION 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens  of  Duxbury: 

With  the  continued  growth  in  Duxbury,  the  volume  of  material 
received  at  the  Transfer  Station  has  increased  in  a  similar  amount. 
On  an  annualized  basis,  our  tonnage  has  grown  4-5%  over  last  year. 

The  efforts  of  the  residents  to  recycle  waste  products  have 
also  shown  a  marked  increase.     This  can  readily  be  seen  in  the 
volumes  of  glass,  newspaper  and  iron  products  that  we  have  re- 
ceived.    However,  due  to  the  slowdown  in  the  economy  and  in  the 
supply/demand  process,  their  returned  value  has  decreased  on  a  per 
ton  basis. 

We  signed  a  new  three   (3)   year  extension  of  the  hauling  and 
disposal  contract  with  the  original  contractor.  East  Bridgewater 
Associates.     Highlights  of  this  deal,  unique  from  the  past  one, 
involve  a  fixed  price  for  the  life  of  the  contract  and  no  minimum 
guarantee  annual  tonnage.     This,  we  feel,  made  for  a  very  favorable 
condition  for  the  Town. 

Structural  improvements  are  currently  under  design  and  should 
function  as  preventative  maintenance  measures.     These  would  involve 
painting  of  the  structural  members  of  both  facilities  and  the  re- 
placement of  damaged  siding.     Improvements  like  these  should  en- 
hance the  appearance  of  the  area  and  prolong  the  useful  life  of  the 
complex .

The  following  statistics  of  permits  issued  from  this  depart- 
ment in  the  year  1982  compares  fairly  closely  to  the  1981  report. 
There  is  an  indication  that  Duxbury  is  moving  toward  multi-family 
housing   (where  allowed)   in  that  4  8  units  were  constructed  compared 
to  four  the  previous  year. 

Our  appreciation  again  to  the  Fire  Chief  and  his  personnel 
for  their  dependable  assistance  through  the  year.     They  are,  in 
fact,  responsible  for  the  inspection  of  the  18  6  houses  needing 
approval  of  smoke  detector  installation. 

Our  goal  for  the  year  1983  is  to  strive  for  more  efficient 
enforcement  of  the  Protective  By-Law.     It  is  unfortunate  that 
defiance  of  these  important  statutes  is  actually  on  the  increase. 
Hopefully,  stronger  control  will  generate  greater  respect  for  this 
document  that  has  only  been  achieved  by  the  hard  work,  considerable 
expense  and  hours  of  time  that  have  been  put  into  it  over  the  years.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  LANDS  AND  NATURAL  RESOURCES 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  WARDEN 

The  year  1982  was  an  excellent  growing  year  for  trees,  shrubs 
and  grass.     There  was  sufficient  rain  throughout  the  summer  to  keep 
everything  green  and  warm  weather  through  December  with  no  severe 
storms  to  damage  the  trees.     The  Tree  Department  will  be  pruning 
street  trees  during  the  winter  months  and  any  trees  or  large  limbs 
we  find  dangerous  will  be  removed. 

CONTROL  OF  DUTCH  ELM  DISEASE 

This  disease  is  still  present  in  Duxbury  and  to  date,  no 
positive  cure.     Spraying,  pruning  and  removal  is  being  done,  where 
necessary,   to  help  control  Dutch  Elm  Disease. 

INSECT  PEST  CONTROL 

Gypsy  Moths  were  our  main  concern  in  1982.     The  heavy  rain  we 
had  in  the  spring  delayed  our  spraying  operations,  but  also  held 
back  the  insects  from  feeding.     With  the  help  of  an  aerial  spray 
and  two  ground  sprayers,  we  managed  to  keep  the  Gypsy  Moths  under 
control  and  saved  our  trees. 

Due  to  the  controversy  with  the  insecticide,  Sevin,  which  was 
used  to  control  Gypsy  Moths  in  1982,   the  Town  will  use  B.T.  (Bac- 
illus Thuringienis)   in  1983.     However,   two  applications  are  re- 
quired and  B.T,  kills  caterpillars  only  in  particular  stages. 

PARKS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS 

Train  Field  at  Alden  Street  had  a  new  facelift  this  year. 
The  infield  was  completely  redone  with  new  sod  and  new  clay.  Top 
dressing  was  also  done  on  several  other  ball  fields. 

In  198  3,  we  hope  to  add  a  couple  more  baseball  fields  and  two 
more  soccer  fields  ready  for  playing. 

Regular  maintenance  was  performed  on  our  parks,  playgrounds, 
tennis  courts  and  town  buildings. 

BEACH  CONSERVATION 

In  the  spring  of  1982,  with  an  all-volunteer  staff,  50,000 
culms  of  beach  grass  were  planted  along  Duxbury  Beach.     The  grass 
grew  very  well  and  has  helped  build  up  our  sand  dunes. 

The  Duxbury  Beach  Reservation,   Inc.  completed  the  parking 
area  expansion  and  also  installed  approximately  3,000  feet  of 
snow  fence  and  cable  along  the  beach. 
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All  beach  conservation  officers  have  or  will  be  completing 
the  C.P.R.  training  course  at  the  Duxbury  Fire  Department. 

Beach  sticker  fees  brought  in  $72,68  5  to  the  Town  last  summer. 

Non-resident  beach  buggy  stickers  were  sold  to  352  individuals 
at  $60  each  for  a  total  of  $22,440. 

Resident  beach  buggy  stickers  were  sold  to  557  individuals  at 
$30  each  for  a  total  of  $16,710. 

The  regular  beach  stickers  were  sold  to  3,243  residents  at 
$10  each  for  a  total  of  $32,430. 

Seasonal  stickers  totaled  73  at  $10  each  for  a  total  of  $730. 

Other  miscellaneous  fees  totalled  $375. 

TOWN  FORESTS 

For  the  fourth  year,   the  Department  of  Lands  and  Natural 
Resources,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Conservation  Commission, 
has  conducted  a  firewood  cutting  program.     Forty  families  bought 
permits  at  $5  each.     This  program  helps  thin  our  Town  forests  as 
well  as  provide  firewood  for  residents  who  participate. 

The  Department  of  Lands  and  Natural  Resources  would  like  to 
thank  all  the  people  who  volunteered  their  time  and  services  in 
different  projects  throughout  the  year. 

Special  thanks  to  Mrs . Lee  Sbraccia  for  organizing  sticker 
sales  and  keeping  excellent  records!

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  was  organized  at  its  regular 
meeting.     Alpheus  H.  Walker  was  elected  Chairman,  Sarah  V.  R. 
Heath,   Clerk'  and  William  V.  Knapp,  member. 

On  June  4,   1982  the  Board  was  notified  that  it  had  received 
a  Systems  Rehabilitation  Grant,   under  Chapter  8  05,   in  the  amount 
of  $318,250.00.     On  September  13,   1982,   the  Board  was  notified  it 
had  received  another  grant  in  the  amount  of  $7,750.00  for  Leak 
Detection.     This  grant  was  made  available  under  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  286  of  the  Acts  of  1982.     Currently,   the  Water  Department 
is  filling  out  applications  for  further  grant  money  soon  to  be 
available. 
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During  the  summer,   the  size  of  the  mains  in  a  section  of 
Peterson  Road  and  Upland  Road  was  increased.     In  the  fall,  a  sec- 
tion of  the  main  in  Temple  Street  was  also  increased  in  size. 

The  repair  to  the  main  in  Marshall  Street  was  postponed  until 
the  spring  of  1983  due  to  weather  conditions. 

The  Aquifer  Study  has  been  completed.     This  will  prove  to  be 
a  very  valuable  tool  not  only  to  the  Water  Department  but  to  other 
Town  Boards  concerned  with  the  flow  of  underground  water. 

The  Water  Commissioners  would  like  to  extend  their  apprecia- 
tion to  all  other  Boards  and  Committees.     It  is  noted  also  that 
thanks  and  appreciation  are  extended  to  all  Department  Heads  and, 
in  particular,   to  Paul  Brogna,  Engineering  Assistant.  Needless 
to  say,  without  the  tireless  cooperation  of  the  office  staff  and 
working  crew,  nothing  would  be  accomplished.     To  them,  a  very 
special  thank  you.

REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  new  Historical  Commission  met  for  the  first  time  July  7 
at  7:30  P.M.  at  73  Eagles  Nest  Road,  Jean  Colby's  residence.  It 
was  decided  at  that  time  to  have  regular  monthly  meetings  on  the 
first  Tuesday  of  each  month  except  July  and  August,  at  the  same 
place.     The  members  are:  Jean  Colby,  Chairman,  Molly  Matsun, 
Holly  Heidenreich,  Dorothy  Wallour,  John  Narkunas,  Janes  Queeny 
and  Richmond  Wight. 

During  this  year  we  have  been  working  on  the  following 
projects : 

1.  Establishing  a  new  National  Historical  District.  This 
will  consist  of  the  length  of  Washington  Street,   the  streets  go- 
ing from  Washington  to  the  water  and  a  few  other  streets  running 
west  from  Washington,  like  Surplus  Street. 

Both  sides  of  Saint  George  Street  from  the  Cable  House  to 
the  library  and  the  high  school  will  be  included.  Also  Powder 
Point  Avenue  to  Cove  Street. 

We  intend  to  put  all  houses  built  before  1850  in  this  dis- 
trict on  cards  with  information  on  the  original  builder  and  owner 
and  the  present  owner.     Also,   the  Massachusetts  State  Historical 
Commission  wants  us  to  describe  in  words  and  photographs  the 
historical  importance  of  this  area,  and  the  architecture  of  its 
old  houses.     Ten  separate  houses  are  to  be  selected  for  research 
in  depth  and  photographed . 
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Besides  houses,  we  must  include  churches,  commercial  estab- 
lishments and  laboratories  in  this  district  as  well  as  vacant  lots. 
These  names  will  be  sent  to  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission 
in  Boston  so  that  these  people  can  be  informed  that  they  have  the 
power  of  veto  on  this  project.     However,   since  there  are  no  re- 
strictions to  repairs,   renovations  or  sales,   it  is  almost  assured 
that  owners  will  be  pleased  to  be  included  in  Duxbury's  first 
registered  historic  district.     This  puts  us  in  a  class  with 
Portsmouth,  Newburyport,  Salem,  Gloucester  and  other  famous  o]d 
seaports . 

2.  Organizing  material  and  people  for  a  new  series  of  Oral 
History  Reports.  John  Narkunas  is  in  charge  and  is  working  closely 
with  Carl  Meiers  of  the  school  system  to  train  interviewers  and 
contact  worthwhile  subjects.  This  is  part  of  the  Commission's  de- 
termined desire  to  open  Duxbury's  history  to  the  men,  women  and 
children  who  live  here.  Academic  credit  for  their  work  will  be 
given  to  those  students  who  take  part  in  the  project. 

3.  The  Commission  has  issued  a  request  to  all  Duxbury  citi- 
zens who  have  old  family  material  to  share  it  with  us.  This 
might  consist  of  old  diaries,  letters,  store  records,  bills  of 
lading,  ship  manifests,  etc.  etc.... in  fact,  anything  that  would 
help  us  to  know  more  about  Duxbury's  past.  We  have  no  desire  to 
own  these  papers;  just  to  know  what  they  are  and  where  they  are. 
Perhaps  some  day  we  will  have  an  appropriate  place  to  store  them. 

4.  We  have  also  made  up  a  list  of  books  on  the  architecture 
and  renovation  of  old  houses.     Newcomers  who  buy  an  old  house  in 
Duxbury  will  find  these  helpful  in  restoring  them.     Some  of  these 
books  are  already  in  the  library;  others   (if  in  print)   can  be 
obtained  on  state  loan. 

In  other  words  we  are  keeping  busy  and  also  enjoying  it.

REPORT  OF  THE  CONSUMER  ADVISORY  COMMISSION 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

We  continue  as  one  of  twenty-six  local  consumer  groups  to 
whom  complaints  are  referred  from  the  Attorney  General's  Consumer 
Protection  Division.     This  year,  because  of  additional  grant  monies, 
we  were  able  to  add  the  town  of  Hanover  to  our  existing  coverage 
of  the  towns  of  Duxbury,  Pembroke,  Marshfield  and  Kingston.  This 
broadening  of  coverage  has  improved  our  ability  to  refer  trends  of 
repeated  problems  to  Boston  for  further  investigation. 

V7e  received  over  three  hundred  and  fifty  complaints  and  re- 
quests for  information,  a  third  of  which  required  the  formal  com- 
plaint filing  and  Boston  computer  entry.

REPORT  OF  THE  CAPITAL  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Capital  Budget  Committee  is  comprised  of  four  members 
appointed  by  the  Moderator  and  one  each  designated  by  the  Finance 
Committee,  Planning  Board  and  the  Town  Buildings  Committee.  The 
Capital  Budget  Committee  is  charged  with  monitoring  capital  ex- 
penditure proposals  of  the  town  departments,  evaluating  and  pre- 
senting the  feasibility  of  capital  programs  and  advising  the  town 
on  the  funding  of  each  issue  as  may  be  presented  by  the  town  for 
public  offering. 

Each  fall  we  interview  the  department  heads  and  compile  a 
schedule  of  their  projections  of  capital  expenditures.     We  received 
excellent  cooperation  from  town  officials.     Particularly  noteworthy 
is  the  Five  Year  Park  and  Recreation  Recovery  Action  Program  which 
was  co-authored  by  the  managers  of  the  Recreation  and  Land  and 
Natural  Resources  departments. 

The  capital  expenditure  proposals  offered  by  the  department 
heads  accompanied  the  warrant  again  this  year  to  give  the  public 
an  opportunity  to  evaluate  capital  outlays  before  Town  Meeting. 
We  also  prepared  a  statistical  comparison  of  the  per  capita  tax 
levy  and  debt  of  Duxbury. 

The  committee  also  began  an  investigation  of  the  town's  pen- 
sion fund  and  its  unfunded  liability.     The  issue  proved  to  be 
exceedingly  complex  and  we  requested  that  the  Selectmen  appoint 
a  subcommittee  of  experts  which  would  assist  us  in  quantifying 
and  evaluating  the  complex  issues  involved  in  municipal  pensions. 
Our  unfunded  liability,  which  was  estimated  to  be  $3.1  million 
two  years  ago,   is  the  pre-eminent  financial  question  facing  this 
town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DUXBURY  FREE  LIBARY 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  library  is  open  7  days  a  week,   for  a  total  of  62  hours 
except  during  the  summer  months  when  it  is  closed  on  Sundays. 
Regular  services  include  a  reference  collection  and  circulating 
collections  of  adult  and  children's  books,  recordings,  art 
reproductions,  puzzles,   large  print  books,  pamphlets,  museum 
passes  and  educational  toys.     The  puzzles,  museum  passes  and 
toy  collections  are  maintained  through  gifts. 

In  1982  7,825  registered  library  users  borrowed  115,271  books 
and  periodicals  and  a  total  of  4,951  non-print  items.  Adult 
books  circulated  66,852  times,  children's  48,419.     The  total 
print  and  non-print  circulation  was  120,222.     The  library's 
collection  of  2,127  recordings  circulated  4,263  times,  puzzles 
114  and  others  272.     The  library  circulates  passes  which 
enable  patrons  to  visit  Boston  museums  free.     During  1982  the 
family  pass  to  the  Children's  Museum  was  borrowed  40  times, 
the  pass  admitting  4  to  the  Science  Museum  68  times,  the  four 
passes  to  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  circulated  197  times,  and 
the  Museum  of  Transportation  20  times.     The  total  circulation 
for  museum  passes  was  295. 

Added  to  the  book  collection  during  1982  were  124  reference 
titles,   1,343  adult  books,   661  children's  books.     47  replace- 
ments were  purchased  and  444  titles  received  as  gifts,  a  total 
of  2,509  books.     367  titles  were  withdrawn.     The  total  book 
collection  numbers  52,431. 

The  Helen  Bumpus  Gallery  under  the  direction  of  artist  Gay  Youse 
presented  the  following  exhibitions:     a  group  show  featuring 
local  artists  Diane  Seppala,  Gay  Youse,  Frank  Rogers,  and  Harry 
Bernard;   Edward  Movitz;   Young  Duxbury  Artists;   David  Ratner; 
Rebecca  Sangster;   a  loan  exhibition  from  the  Helen  Schlein 
Gallery;   David  Vereano;   Stuart  Baron;   and  Duxbury  Children's  Art. 

The  trustees'   gallery  committee  embarked  on  a  long-term  project 
in  1982  to  fund  the  gallery  through  donations.     Their  first  event 
was  the  successful  Oktoberfest  with  Pete  Collins  Jazz  Band. 
Nancy  Buck,  a  long-time  supporter  of  the  gallery,  generously 
promised  matching  funds  for  gallery  donations.     Members  of  the 
committee  in  1982  were  Harry  Bernard   (chairman),   Elinor  Bull, 
Jane  Collins,  Alexandra  Earle,  Phyllis  Levine,  Frances  McCarthy, 
and  Priscilla  Munro. 

The  Esther  Conant  Memorial  Prize  of  $900  for  the  artist  having 
the  most  distinguished  exhibition  in  the  gallery  during  1982 
went  to  artist  David  Ratner.     The  award  was  established  by  the 
late  Marjorie  Conant  Bush-Brown,  a  charter  member  of  the  gallery 
art  committee. 

Special  programs  included  monthly  Ceilidhs   (informal  gather- 
ings of  people  sharing  songs,  poetry,  stories,  and  music)  with 
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an  attendance  of  289.     132  adults  attended  11  films,  and  424 
children  attended  7  feature  films.     87  senior  citizens  attended 
a  book  talk,   78  children  attended  a  puppet  show,  and  75  heard 
author  Shirley  Glubok  discuss  King  Tut  and  Egyptian  art.  250 
participated  in  the  summer  reading  program  for  children,   5  3 
came  to  the  outdoor  story  hours,  and  50  decorated  T-shirts  and 
made  ice  cream  at  the  end-of -summer  party. 

The  library,  in  cooperation  with  the  senior  citizens  van  com- 
mittee, began  a  regular  book  delivery  service  to  house-bound 
seniors.  A  public-use  typewriter  is  now  available  for  adults 
and  H.S.  seniors  for  a  small  fee  to  cover  supplies.  A  policy 
manual,  including  policies  adopted  by  the  trustees  and  state- 
ments by  the  American  Library  Association,  has  been  formulated. 
A  copy  is  available  in  the  reference  area,  as  well  as  minutes 
of  trustees'  meetings  and  monthly  reports. 

Donations  to  the  library  included  $2,000  from  Mrs.  H.C.  Bumpus , 
Jr.,   for  the  Helen  Bumpus  Gallery;   $50  from  the  Dennis  Family 
Foundation;   $1,000  from  an  anonymous  donor;   and  $5,000  from 
Nancy  Buck  for  the  gallery.     The  Oktoberfest  netted  $1,190  for 
gallery  operation,  and  $749  was  contributed  by  individual  donors. 
Books  were  placed  in  the  library  in  memory  of  Agnes  Cattell, 
Charles  W.  Mitchell,  Cid  Ricketts  Sumner,   and  Jeffrey  Cislaghi. 
The  Deborah  Taussig  memorial  award  to  the  outstanding  library 
page  was  awarded  to  Jon  Francke . 

Elmer  DeLew  of  the  South  Shore  News  Agency  continued  to  donate 
The  New  York  Times,   and  the  Wall  Street  Journal.     The  Publishers 
of  The  Boston  Globe,  the  Herald  American  and  the  Duxbury  Clipper 
donated  copies  of  their  newspapers,  and  members  of  the  Christian 
Science  Church  donated  a  subscription  to  the  Monitor .     The  Com- 
munity Garden  Club  continued  to  provide  fresh  flower  arrange- 
ments weekly,  and  the  book  collection  was  augmented  by  many 
individual  donations. 

Gift  funds  administered  by  the  board  of  directors  of  Duxbury 
Free  Library  Inc.,  paid  to  install  an  intrusion  alarm,  insulated 
above  the  ceilings  and  installed  more  energy-efficient  lighting, 
provided  special  programming  for  both  adults  and  children,  pur- 
chased books  and  microfilm,  and  provided  the  circulating  museum 
passes . 

During  1982,  Children's  Librarian  Florence  Lisherness  resigned 
and  was  replaced  by  Elisabeth  Feldman.     Other  changes  in  staff- 
ing resulted  from  the  retirements  of  Winona  Strachan  and  Margery 
West  and  the  resignations  of  Hope  Buechler  and  Alba  Clare.

REPORT  OF  THE  DUXBURY  HOUSING  AUTHORITY 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

1982  has  been  a  productive  year  for  us  with  the  completion 
of  two  family  housing  projects. 

The  first  project  is  the  Chestnut  Street  Fire  Station  which 
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has  been  converted  into  two     three-bedroom  duplex  style  apartments. 
The  interior  of  the  structure  was  demolished  with  the  exception  of 
the  floors.     Any  resemblance  to  a  fire  station  is  now  left  to  your 
imagination . 

On  May  10,   1982,  we  dedicated  the  project  to  .the  Citizens  of 
Duxbury  who  so  generously  voted  at  Town  Meeting  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  transfer  ownership  of  the  building  to  the  Housing 
Authority . 

Secretary  Byron  Matthews,  Executive  Office  of  Communities 
and  Development,   presented  us  with  his  Annual  Merit  Award  for  this 
project . 

o 

Our  second  project  located  just  outside  Hall's  Corner  had 
two  existing  apartments  and  at  one  time  housed  the  Plymouth  Five 
Cent  Savings  Bank.     The  building  has  now  been  remodeled  into 
three  two-bedroom  apartments. 

We  now  have  six  families  housed  under  Chapter  705-1,  ten 
families  housed  under  Chapter  707  Rental  Assistance  and  eight 
families'  housed  under  the  Federal  Section  8  program.     We  have  just 
been  awarded  fifteen  units  of  707  Rental  Assistance  to  be  used  to 
house  fifteen  elderly  tenants  at  the  new  Island  Creek  Village. 

Members  of  the  Authority  and  our  Executive  Director  have  in- 
spected all  the  apartments  at  Duxborrough  Village  this  past  fall. 
Painting  and  repairs  will  be  conducted  throughout  this  year,   198  3, 
where  necessary. 

Our  financial  and  procedural  audits  have  been  completed  by 
State  and  Federal  Auditors.     Reports  of  these  audits  have  not  been 
received  to  date. 

Meetings  with  members  of  the  Planning  Board  and  Selectmen 
have  been  held  during  this  past  year  to  discuss  the  Housing  Survey 
conducted  in  1981.     The  final  report  should  be  available  for  the 
public  early  in  1983. 

We  thank  the  citizens  of  Duxbury,  Town  Boards  and  Committees 
for  their  interest  in  our  activities  and  the  Police,   Fire  and 
Highway  Departments  for  their  response  in  times  of  emergencies. 

We  thank  the  Duxborrough  Village  Tenants  Association  for 
their  continued  cooperation, with  us  during  our  budgetary  restric- 
tions .

REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens  of  Duxbury: 

As  an  appointed  body,  your  Finance  Committee  has,   in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  various  governing  bodies  and  town  departments,  worked 
towards  implementing  both  the  spirit  and  intent  of  Proposition  2^. 
During  the  past  few  years,  we  have  witnessed  a  holding  down  of  costs 
and  expenses  while  at  the  same  time  absorbing   (1)   built-in  increases 
existing  under  most  budgets,    (2)   a  loss  of  federal  revenue  sharing 
funds,  and   (.3)   a  loss  of  auto  excise  tax  tevenue.     Duxbury  is  by  no 
means  immune  to  the  effects  of  2h  and  the  future  of  our  town  will 
require  prudent  management  by  all  concerned. 

As  we  prepare  for  fiscal  year  1984,  we  are  mindful  of  the  fact 
that  several  important  matters  have  been  postponed  or  denied  pend- 
ing the  completion  of  re-evaluation  and  the  settling  down  of  the 
effects  of  Proposition  2^.     At  this  time  we  can  say  with  certainty 
that  the  Town  of  Duxbury  is  in  excellent  financial  condition.  Our 
free  cash  position  has  been  certified  at  $1,148,251.00.  Further, 
we  have  managed  to  endure  2h  without  utilization  of  monies  from 
our  stabilization  fund. 

We,  as  your  Finance  Committee,  entered  the  1984  budget  prepa- 
ration cycle  with  certain  objectives  in  mind: 

1.  To  provide  the  citizens  of  Duxbury  with  as  much  information 
as  possible  in  the  written  hand  warrant  prior  to  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting. 

2.  To  address  the  ever  increasing  unfunded  pension  liabilities 
currently  existing  and  continuing  to  escalate  under  thp 
Plymouth  County  Retirement  System. 

3.  To  remedy  the  fact  that  we  do  not  depreciate  equipment  and 
buildings . 

4.  To  present  recommendations  on  the  warrant  articles,  consis- 
tent with  the  mutual  objectives  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Finance  Committee. 

In  addressing  these  objectives,  we  streamlined  the  budget  re- 
view process  to  allow  for  a  full  screening  of  the  42  separate  bud- 
gets by  3  member  sub-committees  prior  to  a  review  by  the  entire 
FinCom.     In  conjunction  with  the  Capital  Budget  Committee,   we  are 
addressing  both  the  need  for  funding  of  our  pension  liabilities  and 
a  review  of  the  retirement  system  in  general.     We, have  recommended 
the  establishment  of  a  maintenance  fund  to  preclude  the  need  for 
a  special  town  meeting  or  reserve  fund  transfer  in  handling  the 
maintenance  of  town  buildings.     Finally,  we  have  worked  towards  a 
recommendation  that  would  maintain  at  least  50%  of  our  free^cash 
and  a  substajitial  portion  of  our  stabilization  fund  intact. 

Your  Finance  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  we  are  now  spending 
what  we  can  afford,   that  the  various  Town  Department  heads  and 


School  Department  have  worked  diligently  within  the  spirit  of  2h 
and  that  the  future  of  Duxbury,  with  good  fiscal  control,  a  sound 
investment  policy  and  prudent  management,  will  continue  to  with- 
stand the  pressures  of

A  few  major  changes  occurred  in  this  department  during  the 
year.  First,  the  title  of  "Dog  Officer"  was  changed  to  "Animal 
Control  Officer"  to  conform  with  other  towns  in  Plymouth  County 
and  to  express  more  accurately  the  function  and  professionalism 
of  the  office. 

In  addition.  Town  Meeting  supported  an  article  favoring 
Duxbury's  withdrawal  from  the  County  Dog  Fund.     This  adds  Duxbury 
to  a  growing  list  of  South  Shore  towns  seeking  autonomy  for  their 
Animal-Control  Departments.     Passage  of  this  "Home-Rule"  petition 
and  implementation  of  a  town-run  system  could  make  this  department 
financially  independent,   supported  by  dog  license  fees  collected 
through  the  Town  Clerk.     Legislative  approval  is  required  before 
such  a  move  takes  effect.     Until  then,  Duxbury  will  continue  to 
participate  in  the  County  Dog  Fund. 

In  October,  my  resignation,  to  be  effective  December  31,  1982 
was  submitted  to  and  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.     I  would 
like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  members  of  the  Board  and  to  so 
many  residents  who  provided  support  and  assistance  during  my  two 
years  as  "Dog  Officer".

REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  BUILDINGS  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Town  Buildings  Committee  has  taken  under  consideration 
a  number  of  problems  involving  Town  buildings.     Some  have  been 
resolved  by  filing  recommendations  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
On  November  3rd,  the  Office  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  directed  an 
important  memorandum  to  all  departments,   boards  and  committees,  a 
portion  of  which  addressed  the  problem  of  maintenance  and  cooper- 
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ation  with  the  Town  Buildings  Committee.     This  has  resulted  in 
closer  working  relationships  with  departments  and  boards  to  their 
benefit. 

There  is  a  great  need  for  repair  and  maintenance  of  our 
buildings  and  it  appears  that  more  work  will  be  done. 

The  Town  Buildings  Committee  works  closely  with  the  Energy 
Monitoring  Committee  and  approved  its  first  request  to  spend 
$2000  of  its  three  year  budget  of  $25,000  for  monitoring  systems 
authorized  by  Article  56  of  the  1982  Annual  Town  Meeting.  The 
initial  reports  derived  from  the  system  are  in  an  early  state  and 
provide  an  energy  use  data  base  for  the  past  two  years  for  all 
energy  used  for  each  town  building.     As  energy  is  used  now,   it  is 
recorded  for  comparison,   in  time  for  departments  to  take  action 
for  improvement. 

Under  the  Town  By-Lav«7  which  established  the  Town  Buildings 
Committee,  there  is  a  directive  that  the  committee  shall  inspect, 
or  provide  for  inspection,   for  proper  maintenance  or  repair  of 
all  town  buildings  and  structures  and  to  make  recommendations  for 
this  purpose.  We  are  working  towards  accomplishing  this  very 
large  task.

During  the  year,  avenues  were  edged  and  cleaned,   the  shrubs 
were  pruned  and  a  few  old  markers  were  repaired  and  replaced  in 
their  original  locations.     Low  hanging  branches  were  pruned  from 
all  trees  to  give  more  air  circulation  and  clearance  for  the 
operation  of  the  mowers. 

General  maintenance  work  has  been  performed  at  all  four 
cemeteries:  Ashdod,  Mayflower,  Standish  and  Dingley.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Board  of  Health  of  the  Town  of  Duxbury ,   acting  under  the 
General  Laws  of  Massachusetts  and  the  Town  Rules  and  Regulations, 
is  empowered  to  preserve  and  protect  the  public  health.  In 
accomplishing  this  task  the  Board  oversees  clinics,  employs  a 
Registered  Sanitarian,  oversees  mosquito  control  and  funds  con- 
tract services  such  as  visiting  nurses  and  school  dental  health. 

State  and  Federal  review  of  the  Wastewater  Treatment  Facili- 
ties Plan,   submitted  in  198  0,  was  completed.     Since  privately 
owned.   State  approved  facilities  now  exist  for  wastewater  disposal 
in  Duxbury.     To  aviod  significant  fiscal  impact  to  the  town,  the 
Board  of  Health  is  not  continuing  to  pursue  the  facilities  plan. 

The  Board's  Sanitarian,   Anthony  V.   Caramello  R.S.,  witnesses 
percolation  tests,   reviews  all  sewage  disposal  plans,  inspects 
systems  installations,   reviews  plans  for  major  developments,  in- 
spects recreational  camps,  restaurants  and  other  food  services 
and  responds  to  citizen  complaints. 

The  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  Commission  has  already 
begun  work  in  the  marsh  areas,  and  together  with  greenhead  fly 
control  measures,   it  is  anticipated  that  the  summer  of  1983  will 
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be  a  more  pleasant  and  healthier  one  for  the  townspeople  in  this 
regard , 

Contract  services  continue  to  be  provided  by  Plymouth  Com- 
munity Nurses  Association.     These  include  health  counseling  for 
all  ages,  a  communicable  disease  program  which  includes  a  TB  skin 
testing  program  and  immunizations  consistent  with  the  recommended 
practices  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health.     In  an  effort  to 
encourage  comprehensive  health  care  in  infants  and  children,  the 
well-child  conferences  have  been  cancelled  and  replaced  by  the 
Board's  covering  this  need  with  the  family's  usual  source  of  health 
care.     The  contract  cost  the  town  $9,400.00  for  FY83. 

The  Board  also  continuously  monitors  infectious  disease  re- 
ports, lead  testing,  premature  births  and  certain  monies  available 
for  needy  health  problems.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLYMOUTH  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control 
Project  are  pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  for  1982. 

The  Project  is  comprised  of  21  Plymouth  County  towns,  the 
City  of  Brockton  and  the  town  of  Cohasset   (Norfolk  County) .  In 
all,  approximately  350,000  people  in  an  area  of  621  square  miles 
are  served  through  an  integrated,  multi-faceted  approach  to 
mosquito  control.     The  sweeping  revisions  in  the  program,  begun 
in  1982-,   are  nearly  complete  and  are  resulting  in  safer  and  more 
effective  control  despite  the  lack  of  inflationary  increases  in 
funding  for  six  years. 

1982  was  relatively  wet  and  mosquito  populations  were  higher 
in  many  areas  than  in  1981.     To  provide  relief,   289,000  acres  were 
treated  by  truck-mounted  Ultra-low  volume  aerosol  sprayers.  Stand- 
ing water  that  could  be  reached  on  foot  was  treated  to  control 
breeding.     2,4  59  man  hours  were  expended  checking  and  treating 
such  areas.     In  addition,   4,094  storm  sewer  catch  basins  were 
treated  in  areas  where  they  hold  water. 

During  August  of  1982,  the  Project  acquired  a  small  airplane 
for  spraying  large  mosquito  breeding  areas  that  cannot  be  reached 
on  foot.     This  acquisition  will  be  a  most  significant  factor  in 
improving  mosquito  control  while  decreasing  the  already  low  hazard 
to  humans.     Only  insecticides  classified  by  the  EPA  as  "relatively 
non-toxic"  will  be  used  and  then  only  over  swamps,  marshes  and 
other  wet  breeding  areas  -  not  over  residences. 
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During  the  cold  months,   field  crews  removed  obstructions  from 
142,000  linear  feet  of  ditches  and  streams  to  prevent  backups  and 
the  resultant  mosquito  breeding  pools.     Very  little  excavation 
work  was  performed  by  hydraulic  backhoe  during  1982  to  divert  funds 
to  the  purchase  of  a  new  backhoe  unit  and  a  truck  to  transport  the 
tractor.     Backhoe  work  will  resume  during  the  spring  of  1983.  Due 
to  the  large  number  of  requests  received  for  such  work,  future 
projects  must  be  evaluated  solely  on  the  basis  of  efficacy  in 
controlling  mosquitos. 

To  an  increasing  extent,     use  of  chemicals  in  controlling 
mosquitos  will  be  based  on  hard  numerical  data  received  through 
various  surveillance  methods  carried  out  by  our  fieldmen,  ento- 
mologists and  local  volunteers.     The  result  will  be  more  selective, 
judicious  and  timely  treatments.     An  increase  in  " larvaciding" 
will  mean  a  decrease  in  "fogging"  of  residential  areas.  Finally, 
the  Project  is  planning  to  develop  its  own  arbovirus  surveillance 
program  in  light  of  recent  outbreaks  of  Eastern  Equine  Encephalitis. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  and  personnel  of  our  member 
municipalities  for  their  cooperation  during  the  past  year.

PLYMOUTH  COUNTY  COOPERATIVE  EXTENSION  SERVICE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens  of  Duxbury: 

The  Plymouth  County  Cooperative  Extension  Service's  office 
is  located  on  High  Street,  Hanson  and  can  be  reached  by  calling 
293-3541,    447-5946  or  746-0053. 

Our  staff  is  comprised  of  a  Director,  two  Regional  Agricul- 
tural Specialists,  a  Community  Development  Specialist,   two  Home 
Economists,   three  4-H  Agents,  one  part-time  4-H  &  Home  Horticul- 
tural Agent  and  four  clerical  staff. 

In  addition  to  our  County  Staff,  we  administer  a  Nutritional 
Educational  Program  for  limited-income  families  in  Plymouth  County. 
EFNEP,   staffed  by  one  nutritionist  and  nine  nutrition  assistants, 
is  located  at  32  Belmont  Street,   Brockton.     This  program  is  funded 
by  Federal  Nutrition  Funds,   through  the  University  of  Massachusetts, 
our  Land-Grant  College.     A  monthly  nutrition  newsletter  can  be  sent 
to  you  if  you  call     the  Brockton  Office  at  583-2545  or  583-2598  .  Pre- 
sently, twenty- two  people  subscribe  from  Duxbury. 

In  our  traditional  4-H  Program,  we  have  1,132  members  with 
22,944  other  youth  participating  in  our  short-term  and  school  pro- 
grams.    The  1980  population  of  Plymouth  County  schools  was  86,443. 
This  means  that  26.5%  of  the  Plymouth  County  youth  have  been  in- 
volved in  our  programs  this  year.     In  Duxbury,  there  were  72  3 
youth  that  participated  in  these  programs. 
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The  Home  Economics  Department  has  a  monthly  newsletter.  Ex- 
tension Post,  with  1,300  subscribers.     Call  the  Extension  Service 
to  be  placed  on  the  mailing  list. 

In  addition,   free  bulletins  on  food  preservation,  vegetable 
gardening,  nutrition,  insect  problems,  community  resource  listings 
and  many  more  are  available  by  calling,  writing  or  stopping  by  the 
Plymouth  County  Extension  Service  at  High  Street,  Hanson.  We 
continue  to  test  soil,   free  of  charge,   for  Plymouth  County  resi- 
dents.    Our  Home  Economist  will  also  check  your  pressure  cooker 
gauge . 

Contact  your  Town  Director,  Eileen  Rawson,   for  the  County 
Cooperative  Extension  Service  with  any  suggestions  or  requests. 

In  accordance  with  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth, 
Chapter  12  8,  the  Trustees  for  Plymouth  County  Cooperative  Exten- 
sion Service  are  empowered  to  receive,  on  behalf  of  the  County, 
money  appropriated  by  any  town,  or  by  the  Federal  Government  for 
carrying  out  the  provision  of  the  law,  under  which  they  are  ap- 
pointed. 

Agents  have  made  contacts  during  the  past  year  in  every  com- 
munity,  either  by  public  meetings,   individual  visits,  group  dis- 
cussions and  demonstrations,   in  attempting  to  assist  the  needs  of 
the  citizens  toward  helping  to  solve  management  problems,  better 
living  and  better  community  service.     The  Extension  Service  staff 
have  been  ably  assisted  by  many  local  volunteer  leaders. 

A  total  expense  of  $200.00  was  incurred  during  the  year  for 
the  purchase  of  material  needed  in  carrying  out  the  various  Ex- 
tension Programs.     The  appropriation  made  by  your  town  was  used 
for  residents  of  the  town  and  expended  as  follows:

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REPORT  OF  THE  HARBORMASTER 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

1982  proved  to  be  a  very  busy  year  for  the  Harbormaster. 
This  department  responded  to  42  emergency  calls  for  sinking  or 
capsized  vessels,  medical  emergencies,  possible  drownings  and 
fires  aboard  vessels.     The  department  assisted  205  vessels,  towed 
192  disabled  boats  and  assisted  the  U.   S.  Coast  Guard  with  the 
search  for  4  0  overdue  vessels. 

The  log  records  the  following:   41  vessels  that  broke  their 
moorings  or  anchors,  45  boating  accidents   (including  vessels  sink- 
ing at  their  berths)   and  93  complaints.     In  addition,   there  were 
warnings  or  violations  for  harbor  infractions  such  as  theft,  im- 
proper operation  and  the  setting  of  fishing  gear  in  a  navigable 
channel.     The  department  responded  to  46  non-emergency  calls 
ranging  from  investigations  to  channel  surveys. 

Duxbury  Bay  and  adjacent  Duxbury  waters  experienced  a  severe 
winter  icing.     The  icing  caused  many  moorings  to  be  dragged  out  of 
position.     Many  were  lost.     Of  those  thought  to  be  lost  but  later 
found,  were  the  Town's  four  float  moorings  that  weigh  two  thousand 
pounds  each.     This  department,  with  the  help  of  the  local  boat  yards, 
shifted  and  repositioned  236  moorings.     Part  of  this  1982  icing 
damage  corrected  was  caused  by  icings  the  previous  year.     We  hope 
this  problem  will  be  eliminated    with  new  rules  regarding  procedures 
relative  to  winter  moorings  and  their  application. 

The  Harbormaster's  boat  required  a  tremendous  amount  of  hull 
and  drive  repair  before  being  launched  in  early  April.     The  boat 
was  not  hauled  until  early  December.     The  engine  required  standard 
maintenance  and  repair. 

Speed  limit  and  warning  signs  were  repaired,  painted  and 
placed  in  Duxbury  Bay  in  early  May  and  not  removed  until  early 
December.     Beach  channel  and  mid -channel  markers  were  extensively 
overhauled,  rebuilt,  painted  and  positioned  in  May  and  early  June 
and  reftoved  in  late  November.     The  town  floats  were  secured  May 
first  and  not  removed  until  December. 

Because  of  the  ever  increasing  demand  for  mooring  and  an- 
chorage space,   all  the  160  deep  water  moorings  were  allocated. 
Rowland's  Landing  anchorage  was  filled  with  70  vessels.     42  tender 
spots  were  assigned  along  with  41  tender  tie-up  permits  sold. 
148  basin  flat  mooring  permits  were  sold  and  issued. 

The  revenue  collected  from  Snug  Harbor   (deep  water  anchorage) , 
basin  flat  mooring,  tender  float,  tender  tie-ups  and  Rowland's 
Landing  anchorage  totaled  $16,828.00. 

The  Blue  Fish  Fire  House  will  have  general  repairs  completed 
this    winter  and  spring.     New  front  and  side  doors  will  be  secured 
along  with  having  the  front  of  the  building  reshingled.     I  plan  to 
use  the  fire  house  for  winter  activities  such  as  repair  of  the 
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Harbormaster's  boat,  overhaul  of  the  aids  to  navigation,  shellfish 
oropagation  and  the  repair  of  the  tender  floats. 

It  seemed  to  be  a  good  year  for  those  encountered  on  Duxbury 
Bay  and  adjacent  Duxbury  waters.

REPORT  OF  THE  SHELLFISH  CONSTABLE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  sale  of  shellfish  permits  was  very  high  this  year,  as 
expected.     The  primary  reason  for  the  high  receipts  was  the  season- 
al opening  of  soft  shelled  clams  for  harvest.     Another  possibility 
could  be  that  Duxbury  Bay  is  one  of  the  few  area  harbors  open  to 
shellfish  harvesting  because  of  problems  with  pollution.  The 
Town  Clerk  sold  533    ($3)    Resident,   242    ($25)   Non-Resident ,   40  ($6) 
Non-Resident  Property  Owner  and  issued  103   ($0)   Senior  Citizen 
permits.     The  Selectmen's  office  sold  $700.00  worth  of  commercial 
licenses.     The  total  receipts  collected  by  the  Town  Clerk  and 
Selectmen  equals  $8,589.00  and  the  State  Shellfish  Reimbursement 
Chapter  130,  section  20a,   Chapter  571  Acts  of  1974  of  $4,000.00 
equals  $12,589.00.     Shellfishing  in  town  was  a  very  popular  pas- 
time.    Approximately  2  050  persons  were  logged  and  checked  har- 
vesting 800  bushels  of  mussels,  quahogs,  razors  and  seaworms. 
Approximately  1400  shellf ishermen  were  logged  digging  262  bushels 
of  softshell  clams.     The  estimated  value  of  shellfish  harvest  in 
Duxbury  is  $35,000.00.     This  figure  is  an  estimate.     Because  of 
the  increasing  demands  on  our  shellfish  resources  we've  had  an 
increasing  number  of  violations.     2  64  violations  were  logged.  They 
ranged  from  digging  without  a  license  and  harvesting  shellfish  out 
of  season  to  digging  in  a  contaminated  area.     Because  of  the  vast- 
ly increased  demand  of  harvesting,  the  shellfish  department  pur- 
chased and  is  cultivating  80,000  quahog  seed.     This  stock  will  be 
used  to  supplement  other  areas  fished  out.     Along  with  this  policy, 
a  shellfish  grant  program  was  established  to  propagate  other  areas 
of  need.     With  rotating  areas,   opening  and  closing  of  seasons  and 
other  management  tools,  the  town  should  be  able  to  control  any 
kind  of  pressure  against  this  exhaustible  resource. 

Due  to  the  severe  winter  icing  over  the  past  several  years, 
the  commercial  mussel  industry  did  not  do  as  well,  taking  an  esti- 
mated total  of  13,334  bushels  at  an  estimated  value  of  $80,000.00. 
40  bushels  of  razor  clams  were  harvested  at  an  approximate  value 
of  $1,000.00.     Area  surveys  conclude  that  tremendous  seed  mussel 
exists,   hopefully  promising  a  healthy  harvest  in  years  to  come. 

It  seemed  to  be  a  good  year  for  those  encountered  on  the  flats 
and  for  the  shellfish  department.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SHELLFISH  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Shellfish  Advisory  Committee  met  throughout  the  year 
revising  and  amending  the  Shellfish  Rules  and  Regulations.  Several 
chapters  were  amended  including  those  covering  commercial  licenses 
and  their  issuance.     Because  of  increasing  demands  and  ever  chang- 
ing state  statutes,   it  was  imperative  that  these  chapters  be 
amended.     As  part  of  the  management  process,  policies  were  in- 
stituted this  year  for  shellfish  propagation.     The  committee 
authorized  the  purchase  of  eighty  thousand  seed  quahog  for  even- 
tual relay  to  beds  fished  out.     As  part  of  the  process,  a  shell- 
fish grant  program  was  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
Twelve  applications  have  been  received,   four  of  which  have  been 
processed,   surveyed  and  state  certified.     The  grants  were  approved 
for  quahog  and  mussel  cultivation.     Four  more  grants  are  awaiting 
state  certification  and  final  approval.     Other  areas  of  discussion 
were  the  relay  and  transfer  of  native  seed  mussel,  amending  the 
Duxbury  shellfish  residency  clause,   inquiring  and  joining  a  re- 
gency program,  managing  off-shore  seaclam  and  ocean  quahog 
resources .

Areas  of  concern  and  discussion  were:   the  possibility  of  the  elim- 
ination of  40%  to  60%  of  Duxbury ' s  federal  aids  to  navigation 
brought  on  by  the  federal  budget  cuts;   the  working  with  other 
boards  and  committees  concerning  problems  with  one  of  our  Town 
landings;   the  setting  up  of  guidelines  to  eliminate  possible 
hazards  that  arose  with  certain  kinds  of  mooring  gear  and  amending 
the  Duxbury  Bay  rules  and  regulations  to  incorporate  some  kind  of 
liability  or  responsibility  for  transit  vessels  using  mooring  gear 
in  Duxbury  Bay.     Other  areas  of  discussion  dealt  with  winter  icing 
and  the  application  of  winter  mooring  sticks  and  federal  dredging 
projects.

I  respectfully  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Duxbury 
Police  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1S82. 

In  this  report  offenses  have  been  divided  into  two  categories,

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  TARKILN  BUILDING 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Due  to  a  budget  cut,  the  Board  of  Trustees  was  not  able  to 
make  any  significant  improvements  to  the  Tarkiln  Building.  The 
building  had  to  be  closed  from  November  22  to  February  21  because 
of  the  cost  of  heating  the  building. 

Also,  because  of  a  deficit  in  the  electricity  budget,  outside 
lighting  had  to  be  shut  off.     There  was  a  certain  amount  of  van- 
dalism, we  feel,  due  to  the  lack  of  outside  lighting. 

There  has  been  an  increased  use  of  the  building  by  both  the 
Duxbury  Community  Center    (which  provides  social,  recreational  and 
educational  services)   and  outside  organizations  who  lease  the  build 
ing  for  a  fee.     The  Trustees  are  looking  forward  to  expanding  the 
use  of  the  building  and  services  offered  by  the  Duxbury  Community 
Center  which  we  feel  will  justify  any  increase  in  the  Tarkiln 
budget.

REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

For  the  past  year  the  Commission  has  spent  the  major  portion 
of  its  time  dealing  with  on  site  inspections  and  hearings.  More 
of  the  land  presently  being  developed  contains  larger  portions  of 
marginal  land,  making  our  duties  as  a  regulatory  agency  more  de- 
manding and  time  consuming.     As  a  result  of  this  situation,  the 
Commission  continues  to  hold  two  meetings  per  month  and  has  two 
to  five  hearings  per  meeting. 

As  a  continuing  effort  to  better  serve  and  inform  the  citizens 
we,   the  Commission,  are  still  following  the  operating  procedure 
established  last  year,  i.e. 

1.  All  applicants  must  file  a  Request  for  Determination 
first.  This  requires  the  certified  notification  to  all 
abutters.     The  fee  for  the  request  is  $10.00. 

2.  We  have  increased  the  fees  for  filing  a  Notice  of 
Intent  to  $50.00. 

3.  If  the  request  for  a  Determination  leads  to  a  hearing, 
the  $10.00  fee  is  deducted  from  the  $50.00  fee. 

The  Commission  still  maintains  its  ban  on  hunting  on  all 
Conservation  land  except  the  coastal  marshes.     It  should  again  be 
stated  that  the  Conservation  lands  were  purchased  for  passive  re- 
creation and  this  also  excludes  any  motorized  devices  with  the 
exception  of  those  properly  authorized. 
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The  Commission  is  continuing  the  education  program  with  the 
Elementary  Schools  as  an  introduction  to  the  importance  of 
Conservation.     We  are  now  offering  "mini-grants"  to  teachers  in 
accepted  areas  through  mutual  agreement  between  the  Commission 
and  the  Duxbury  School  system. 

The  Commission  has  also  set  up  a  program  to  start  to  identify 
its  properties  in  the  field.     Through  survey  of  certain  parcels, 
we  are  bounding  the  rights  of  way  for  easier  identification  of 
these  ways  and  also  to  preserve  the  town's  rights. 

The  Commission  has  been  acquiring  small  parcels  as  gifts  or 
for  back  taxes. 

The  Commission  continues  in  its  effort  to  preserve  the  wet- 
lands,  the  quality  of  the  water  supply  and  the  character  of  the 
town  with  its  natural  uniqueness  through  the  proper  regulation  of 
laws  for  lands  being  developed  adjacent  to  protected  lands.

The  decrease  in  both  levy  and  valuation  in  the  Commercial  Classi- 
fication is  due  to  the  Department  of  Revenue's  requirement  to 
reclassify  vacant  land. 

Fiscal  Year  1983  Tax  Bills  reflect  updated  assessments  based  on 
Calendar  Year  1981  qualified  sales  within  the  Town  of  Duxbury.  The 
sales  ratio  analysis  used  in  determining  increases  to  assessment 
is  based  on  architectural  style,   quality  of  improvement  and  neigh- 
borhood quality. 

This  is  the  first  year  of  an  updating  program  designed  to  maintain 
all  assessments  at  or  as  near  to  100%  fair  market  value  as  possible 
as  of  January  1  of  each  year. 

Calendar  year  1981  real  estate  sales  showed  little  appreciation 
mainly  due  to  the  depressed  real  estate  market.     Nonetheless,  sales 
for  certain  areas  of  town  reflected  above  average  appreciation 
while  other  areas  indicated  little  deviation  from  their  Fiscal  Year 
1982  assessments. 
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Betty  L.   DeLorenzo,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Assessors,  was  the 
1982  recipient  of  the  Edward  C.  Wilson  Award,  given  to  that  Assess 
or  who  has  made  the  most  outstanding  contribution  to  the  assessing 
profession  and  the  community  and  state  he/she  represents.  The 
award  is  given  annually  by  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  Assess 
ing  Officers.     Board  Member  Robert  F.   Ryan  successfully  completed 
the  Principals  of  Assessing  course  given  by  the  MAAO.  Deputy 
Assessor  Alfreida  F.   Cardoza,  cited  for  dedication  to  the  assess- 
ing profession,   particularly  in  the  field  of  education,  was 
elected  to  the  MAAO  Executive  Board. 

We  wish  to  acknowledge  the  continued  cooperation  and  efforts  of 
our  Deputy  Assessor  Alfreida  F.   Cardoza  and  our  office  staff, 
Yvonne  Rathbun,   Susan  Feder  and  Jeanne  LeBrun.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

This  report  describes  the  activities  of  the  School  Committee  for  the  1982  year, 
and  provides  citizens  of  Duxbury  with  an  account  of  progress  made  under  specific 
objectives . 

The  School  Committee  sets  its  goals  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  in  September, 
prior  to  the  budgeting  process.     Therefore,  this  report  begins  with  the  1981-82 
objectives  and  their  progress. 

1.  Goal .     To  monitor  the  implementation  of  the  revised  policies  and  procedures 
for  the  evaluation  of  professional  staff. 

Result .     The  Evaluation  Study  Committee  convened,  surveyed  teachers  and 
reported  to  the  School  Committee.     The  Student  Evaluation  Form  and 
Professional  Growth  Plan  were  modified.     Dr.  John  Saphier  was  retained 
to  develop  administrative  skills  in  evaluation. 

2.  Goal :     To  monitor  implementation  of  K-12  Code  of  Conduct. 

Result .     The  Review  Committee  met  and  conducted  a  public  hearing  to  evaluate 
the  Code.     Eight  revisions  were  made.     New  student  and  faculty  handbooks 
were  prepared  and  distributed  for  each  school. 

3.  Goal :     To  administer,  interpret  and  utilize  findings  of  the  needs  assessment 
survey. 

Result :     Dr.  Thomas  Henstock  of  Northeastern  University  met  with  the  School 
Committee  to  interpret  results.     Findings  are  reflected  in  the  FY83  Budget 
and  the  1982-83  School  Committee  goals. 

4.  Goal :     To  continue  the  K-12  Curriculum  Assessment  Process  with  special 
emphasis  on  the  secondary  Program  of  Studies. 

Result :     The  following  materials  have  been  prepared  and  distributed:  a 
new  High  School  Program  of  Studies;  K-5  Scope  and  Sequence  Charts  in  Science 
and  Social  Studies;  and  Curriculum  Guides  for  grades  6-12.     Summer  curriculum 
workshops  were  conducted. 

5.  Goal :     To  develop  options  for  expanding  vocational  education  programs  for 
students  at  Duxbury  High  School. 

Result :     Two  reports  were  made  to  the  School  Committee. 

6.  Goal :     To  continue  the  process  of  updating  and  expanding  the  School  Committee 
Policy  Manual. 

Result :     Thirty-seven  (37)  policies  were  added:     School  Committee  Governance; 
Advanced  Placement  Programs;  Complaints  on  Instructional  Material;  revisions 
to  the  Code  of  Conduct,  Staff  Evaluation  and  the  Athletic  Handbook. 

The  School  Committee  has  set  the  following  objectives  for  the  1982-83  school  year: 

1.     To  continue  the  process  of  updating  the  School  Committee  Policy  Manual 
with  special  emphasis  on  the  following: 

a.     to  develop  a  mission    statement,  educational  philosophy  and 
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instructional  goals  and  objectives  for  the  Duxbury  Public 
Schools,  and  action  plans  to  carry  out  these  goals, 
b.     to  review  the  policies  governing  the  hiring  of  professional 
staff  members. 

2.  To  oversee  the  response  phase  of  the  NEASC  evaluation  of  the  Duxbury  High 
School . 

3.  To  assess  and  modify  where  appropriate.  Intermediate  and  High  School 
Guidance  services. 

4.  To  assess  the  range  and  quality  of  programs  for  students  who  are  not  college 
bound,  with  special  emphasis  being  placed  on  expanded  occupational/vocational 
programs . 

On  June  28,  the  School  Committee  voted  to  install  storm  windows  throughout  the 
entire  school  system  at  a  cost  of  $238,900  using  the  remaining  funds  in  the  energy 
accounts.     This  action,  along  with  other  work  of  previous  years  (modernization 
of  our  boilers,  installation  of  a  solar  hot  water  heater  at  Chandler  School, 
reduction  of  water  temperature,  renovation  of  the  HVAC  units  and  heat  relays,  the 
addition  of  12"  of  insulation  in  the  ceilings  of  the  High  School  Intermediate, 
Alden  Upper  and  Lower  schools)  has  already  produced  good  results.     We  have  reduced 
the  consumption  of  electricity  by  1,091,512  KWH  in  the  past  three  years  in  our 
school  system,  and  even  though  the  price  of  energy  continues  to  climb,  our  total 
energy  costs  have  only  increased  by  $77,138  or  24%  in  the  same  period. 

The  Community  Education  Program  under  the  able  direction  of  our  Coordinator,  Diane 
M.  Narkunas ,  has  been  well  received  by  participants.     Forty-six  (46)  courses  were 
taught  during  the  first  term  with  a  wide  selection  of  offerings.     The  fall  program 
provided  the  community  with  the  opportunity  to  learn  practical  skills,  such  as 
computer  programming  and  CPR,  as  well  as  arts  and  crafts,  and  courses  offering 
personal  enrichment.    Within  this  division,  we  continue  to  make  college  courses 
available  in  collaboration  with  Fisher  Junior  College  and  Lesley  College.  This 
program  is,  of  course,  self-supporting. 

During  this  year,  we  negotiated  contracts  with  three  groups  of  employees: 
administrators,  custodians  and  secretaries/clerks.     It  is  to  the  advantage  of  both 
management  and  employees  that  these  contracts  now  provide  for  evaluation  and 
movement  on  scales  based  on  performance.     All  of  our  bargaining  units  have  signed 
three-year  contracts,  which  assists  us  in  planning  ahead  and  using  our  time  and 
energy  for  other  priorities. 

The  School  Committee  has  taken  three  steps  to  improve  its  communications  with  our 
community.     We  appointed  a  representative  from  our  committee,  Shelley  Beeby,  to 
sit  on  the  Pilgrim  Area  Collaborative  Board  of  Directors,   in  order  to  be  more 
directly  accountable  to  our  citizens.     We  conducted  one  School  Committeee  meeting 
in  each  of  our  four  schools  during  the  year.     This  enabled  us  not  only  to  take 
a  guided  inspection  tour  of  the  facilities,  but  also  to  listen  to  the  respective 
faculty  and  parent  groups.     It  was  gratifying  to  observe  the  excellent  facilities 
our  town  has  provided  for  its  students.     In  addition,  the  School  Committee  has 
prepared  a  booklet  which  is  available  at  School  Committee  meetings  to  help  citizens 
understand  how  we  conduct  our  business,  and  how  they  may  participate  in  that  process. 

The  spirit  of  support  from  our  citizens  has  been  a  positive  force  in  motivating 
our  school  community  to  work  towards  making  our  system  more  effective.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Perhaps  the  greatest  challenge  to  those  charged  with  the  management  of  public 
agencies  today  is  to  maintain  a  positive  momentum  for  improvement  despite  the 
squeeze  on  financial  resources.     Without  doubt,  the  Massachusetts  tax  limitation 
initiative,  known  popularly  as  Proposition  2^,  has  made  it  more  difficult  to  alter 
both  the  level  and  quality  of  public  services.     It  is  no  longer  possible  to  simply 
pass  on  the  cost  of  even  a  manifestly  good  idea  to  the  property  tax  payers  through 
the  annual  budget.     For  those  in  management  positions,  the  challenge  now,  and  for 
the  foreseeable  future,   lies  in  finding  new  and  better  ways  to  get  the  job  done 
without  relying  solely  on  the  property  tax  rate. 

I  believe  that,   in  1982,  the  Duxbury  Public  Schools  demonstrated  a  commitment  to 
achieving  positive  change  coupled  with  innovative  approaches  to  funding  those 
changes.     I  would  like  to  comment  on  several  of  these  efforts. 

A  major  instructional  thrust  over  the  past  three  years  in  Duxbury  has  been  in 
strengthening  our  capability  to  offer  computer  education  at  all  levels  of  the 
school  system.     In  1982,  the  School  Committee  approved  two  major  proposals  to 
upgrade  its  investment  in  computer  hardware  throughout  the  school  system.  The 
initial  project  involved  the  blending  of  school  budget  resources  with  an  $18,000 
corporate  grant  from  Digital  Equipment  Corporation,  a  $17,000  federal  grant,  and 
a  $10,000  contribution  from  the  local  Grafton  Fund.     The  pooling  of  these  funds 
has  resulted  in  the  establishment  of  first-rate  computer  laboratories  at  both 
Duxbury  Intermediate  School  and  Duxbury  High  Schoool.     In  fact,  the  capability 
of  the  PDF  1134  mainframe  computer  at  Duxbury  High  School  is  second  to  none  on 
the  South  Shore.     The  second  effort  in  this  important  instructional  area  involved 
a  cooperative  project  with  the  Duxbury  Adult  and  Community  Education  program. 
Under  a  phased  payment  plan,  ten  (10)  Apple  II  micro-computers  were  purchased  and 
placed  in  the  Alden  and  Chandler  Schools.     These  units  are  now  available  during 
the  day  for  use  by  students  and  teachers.     After  school  and  on  weekends,  the 
computers  are  used  by  students  of  all  ages  enrolled  in  Adult  and  Community 
Education  courses.     Thus,  the  Duxbury  schools  have  moved  ahead  to  develop  a  K- 
12  capability  for  computer  instruction  with  a  minimal  impact  on  the  operating 
budget  of  the  town. 

A  second  illustration  of  the  effort  to  find  ways  to  strengthen  the  educational 
effort  in  Duxbury  in  creative  ways  involves  the  Adult  and  Community  Education 
Program  itself.     The  Adult  and  Community  Education  program  is  a  wholly  self- 
supporting  project  aimed  at  providing  educational  services  beyond  the  confines 
of  the  "9-3  school  day".     Under     the  capable  leadership  of  Diane  Narkunas  and 
Ronald  Gerhart,  the  program  includes  after-school  enrichment  courses  for  school 
age  youngsters,  evening  and  weekend  courses  for  adults,  collegiate  programs  through  j 
Fisher  Junior  College  and  Lesly  College,  plus  unique  family  field  trips  and  educationa' 
excursions.     Once  again,  this  powerful  and  exciting  addition  to  the  range  of 
educational  services  in  Duxbury  has  been  built  on  a  self-supporting  foundation. 

Third,  recognizing  the  value  in  establishing  a  commitment  to  ongoing  staff 
development,  a  committee  of  faculty  members  prepared  two  grant  proposals  to 
establish  a  Professional  Development  Center  at  the  Duxbury  Intermediate  School. 
These  grants,  which  were  awarded  to  us,  provide  a  half-day  release  for  a  faculty 
member,  Frederick  Kemball,  to  develop  a  comprehensive  approach  to  regular  inservice 
course  work  and  curriculum  development  efforts  in  the  system. 
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Finally,  in  the  fall  of  1982,  representatives  from  Duxbury,  Marshfield  and  Plinnouth- 
Carver  began  discussing  ways  of  pooling  our  collective  resources  to  better  serve 
the  educational  needs  of  students  who  are  not  bound  for  college.     Central  to  these 
deliberations  is  the  recognition  that  the  solutions  resulting  from  our  work  together 
will  have  to  be  both  fiscally  and  educationally  creative,  given  the  limited  resources 
available  for  innovation. 

The  leadership  team  in  the  Duxbury  Public  Schools  remains  committed  to  identifying 
creative  solutions  to  the  educational  problems  and  opportunities  before  us.  And, 
in  the  pursuit  of  excellence,  we  are  mindful  of  our  obligation  to  explore  alternative 
funding  sources  to  underwrite  the  cost  of  these  new  programs. 

1  would  like  to  note  that  several  key  personnel  changes  occurred  in  the  Administrative 
ranks  of  the  school  system  this  year.     Charles  Elliott  was  appointed  to  the  post 
of  Alden  School  Principal  replacing  Ralph  Friedly  who  moved  to  Arizona.  Deborah 
Zetterberg  was  named  as  Mr.  Elliott's  replacement  as  Elementary  Assistant  Principal. 
Also,  Dr.  Margaret  McNeill  departed  to  establish  a  private  consulting  practice. 
In  July,  Dr.  Henry  C.  Zabierek,   former  Social  Studies  Department  Head  in  the 
Brookline  Public  Schools,  was  named  to  replace  Dr.  McNeill. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  express  the  appreciation  of  the  entire  school  system  to 
those  individuals  who  retired  from  classroom  teaching  in  1982.     Barbara  Cooper 
retired  in  June  after  being  part  of  the  Duxbury  Schools  for  28  years,  as  did  Eleanor 
McDevitt,  who  was  with  us  for  fifteen  years.     In  November,  Janet  Broadbent  ended 
her  fifteen  year  career  in  the  Duxbury  Schools.     We  wish  each  of  these  devoted 
teachers  the  very  best  as  they  enter  an  era  of  creative  retirement.
